not been communicated, it is understood, 
to the American authorities. The British 
Consul was not present at the conference. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.J— 
Admiral Dewey’s cable dispatch from Ma- 
nila asking that the Oregon be sent to him 

at once for “ political reasons ’’ created con- 
sternation at the War and Navy depart- 
ments and at the White House for a variety 
of reasons, . 

In the first place it was all a mistake that 
the dispatch was given to the public at all. 
It came with a number of others and was 
handed out by the Secretary of the Navy in 
person, 

When its contents became known there 
was excitement in the War department, be- 
cause thjs dispatch was evidently only one 
of a number which had been in possession of 
the administration for some time, and 
which were not intended at all for the public. 

A story got afloat that Dewey’s dispatch 

_ Was given out for the express purpose of 
putting off foreign intervention. If there 
was such an intention on the part of the ad- 
ministration the news would have been 
given out in a different way, and Dewey’s 
first dispatch would have been suppressed, 
as it was intended should have been done. 

Naturally enough, when foreign relations 
are concerned, officials of the administration 
absolutely refuse to discuss Admiral 
Dewey’s dispatch. To do so officially would 


_. be to Imvite the further intervention which 


it is desired to avoid. Thoge officials who 
have studied the situation in the Philippines 
Says Dewey’s desire for a large fleet is quite 
@ natural one in view of destruction of for- 
eign property. 

The incendiarism in the City of Manila 
and the outbreak at Iloilo, together with the 
uprising of the natives at the capital and 
the threatened destruction of foreign prop- 
erty, would justify foreign ships in landing 
marines to protect the consulates and cit- 
izens. Under ordinary international law 
this is only done in case of mob uprising, and 
is generally taken as an evidence of the in- 
ability of the local authorities to control 
the situation and furnish the desired pro- 
tection, 

General Otis undoubtedly would resent any 
interference on the part of sailors or ma- 
mines on straggling ships of any other na- 
tion. To all intents and purposes the Phil- 
ippines are now as much American territory 
as the Port of New York, and under the 
generally accepted international law he 
would have the right to assume that his 
army of 20,000 men is ample to protect all 
citizens, whatever their nationality, and that 
if any foreign nations were uneasy they 
could retire to their own ships and not in- 
voke the aid of landing parties. 


Dewey May Fear Germany. 

From previous experience,. however, it is 
taken for. granted that the Germans will 
Seize upon the situation to make trouble, 
and it is believed this is what Dewey had in 
mind. He has with him two monitors and 
& number of partially protected cruisers, in 
addition to quite a respectable fleet of gun- 
boats. These latter are admirably adapted 


' to work along the coasts of the islands, but 


would not be of- much use 
fighting ships. 

It is taken for granted by most officials 
that Dewey does not fear a fight with the 
Germans or anybody else, but that he deems 
it wise to have on hand a fleet if such propor- 
tions as actually to overawe any foreigners 
who may be inclined to become meddlesome. 

It will be difficult, if not impossible, to ex- 
pedite the journey of the battleship Oregon 
to Manila. It left Callao Jan. 11 and arrived 
at Honolulu Feb. 5. Both of these dates were 
prior to the sudden attack by Aguinaldo on 
General Otis. For this reason Captain Bar- 
ker of the Oregon may not see any necessity 
for hurrying to the Philippines, inasmuch 
as his last advice was that everything was 
quiet pending the vote on the ratification of 
the treaty. 

By this time, however, news has undoubt- 
ly reached him of Aguinaldo’s fight and the 
fearful condition of things at Manila. 

When the Oregon arrived at Honolulu !t 

_ Was estimated that it would take two weeks 

“or g0 to repair the boilers and engines and 
put the ship in condition for its long journey 
of 4,000 miles. 

it will be impossible for the Navy depart- 
ment to get any news to Honolulu inside of 
a week. It is taken for granted that when 
the news of Aguinaldo's uprising reache1

is believed that the battleship Oregon, which 
ls today undoubtedly the pride and glory of 
the American navy, is actually on its way to 
join Dewey's fleet. Dispatches will be sent 
from San Francisco on the mere chance that 
the ship has been detained at Honolulu urg- 
ing Captain Barker to use all speed and get 
to Manila at the earliest possible moment.

Monadnock and Monterey, and the fighting 
cruisers Olympia, Baltimore, Charleston, 
Boston, and Buffalo, Admiral Dewey will 
have under his command a large fighting 
force, exclusive of the gunboats, which will 
be used for patrol duty around the islands. 

The Oregon has four thirteen-inch, eight 
eight-inch, and four six-inch breech loading, 
rifles. The Monadnock has -four tens; the 
Monterey two twelves and two tens. The 
Baltimore has four eights and a half-dozen 
sixes, the Boston six sixes and two eights, 
the Charleston the same, the Olympia four 
eights, thus making a total of fifty-six heavy 
breech loading rifles, in addition to the rapid 
fire guns on the smaller ships. 

With this force at his command Admiral 
Dewey would easily be the master of Manila 
Bay, except against the combined foreign 
fleets, which is hardly within the range of 
possibility. 

The heavy ships of his fleet, it is under- 
stood, will remain within the bay until all 
Ganger of interference has passed away. 
The smaller ships will cruise about the 
islands and maintain as efficient a guard as 
possible against filibustering expeditions te 
supply arms to the insurgents. 

It is believed here that Admiral Dewey 
has received information from some of the 
foreign naval officials that Germany or 
France may be on the verge of recognizing 
Aguinaldo and his army as belligerent forces. 
This would complicate the political situation 
exceedingly, as it would give them the right 
to have a flag on the sea and commerce with 
them could not be restricted except by 
means of force. As no European nation saw 
‘fit to recognize the Cuban insurgents when 
they had been fighting against Spain for 
four years it is taken for granted that even 


recognition to Aguinaldo, whose rebellion 
against the United States is only a matter 
of a few weeks. : 

Nevertheless it is the opinion of the ad- 
ministration that Admiral Dewey should 
have at his disposal a force which will be 
sufficient to prevent active interference by 
any other nation. International lawyers at 
the State department say the uprising in the 
city and the incendiarism are not sufficient 
to Austify the landing of marines from any 
foreign ship except to protect its consulate. 

But they admit that the disturbed condi- 
tion of affairs in Manila may at least give 
a pretext for action by foreigners which 
would have the effect of encouraging Aguin- 
aldo to believe that they propose to interfere 
in his behalf. Not only is Admiral Dewey 
to be strengthened, but General Otis will 
receive reinforcements as rapidly as they 
can be pushed to him, and they will all be 
regular soldiers. Most of them have been 
seasoned by a campaign in Cuba and by 
camp life in the United States. 


VIGOROUS WORK AT MANILA. 


Discovery That Many Rebels Are 
Armed Only with Dummy Guns 
Creates Surprise. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
Manila, Feb. 24.—The situation is one of 

strained expectancy tonight. While there 
is no fear that the Americans cannot suc- 
cessfully combat the attempts of the insur- 
gents to burn and massacre, the exciting 
events which have so rapidly followed one 
another in the last few days have shown 
that the work will have to be prosecuted 
with vigor. 

Armed guards patrol the city, more Amer- 
ican women have left for the St. Paul, and 
hordes of Chinamen are fleeing in every 
direction. The effective work of the Menad- 
nock, traces of which are Visible on every 
hand outside the city, has shown that the 
vessels in the bay can hurl shells over the 
American lines into the ranks of the insur- 
gents with terrible execution. : 

A surprising discovery was made when 
insurgents captured on the skirmish line 
were brought’ in yesterday. It was found 
that many of them were armed with dummy 
rifles, there being about three of them to 
every Mauser. The bluff made by the dum- 
mies having been discovered, the secret of 
the apparently excellent equipment of the 
insurgents had been unreveled. 

It was a source of wonder to General Otis 
where arms could have come from. Consul 


fectually suppressed the shipment of rifles 
and amunition from Hongkong, ,and con- 
firmatory evidence of this has not been 
wanting, but in spite cf all this armed bodies 
of insurgents carrying equipment seemingly 
of the first-class have been seen frequently, 
and it has-been asserted by the Spaniards 
that the insurgents were continually re- 
ceiving guns. | 


Discounts Filipino Strength. 

If the ratio of dummy guns to effective 
found on the i captured insurgents 
holds good in the entire insurgent army 
the actual fighting strength of the Filipinos 
does not amount to much, although it must 
be admitted that they are improving re- 
markably in their marksmanship. 


strikes terror into the Americans is the 
method of guerrilla warfare adopted by the 
Filipinos. With knives concealed they lie 
in wait, and, slipping out noiselessly, stab 
Americans in the back. Americans. com- 
pelled to be on the streets all carry revol- 
vers, and are disposed to use them against 
the assassins. 

The United States transport Scandia, which 
arrived. here with the Twentieth Infantry, 
was joyously greeted, and no time was lost 
in getting the troops ashore. Temporary 
quarters were speedily arranged for them, 
and they will soon be in the thickof the 
trouble. The men were wild with ‘joy on 
learning that they had arrived in time to 
take part in the fighting. 

During the day there has not been mucna 
excitement. Business has been conducted, 
but smoke from the burning district has been 
in evidence, and in spite of the vigilance of 
the authorities there have been attempts to 
fire the cily in several places, 


Curfew Law Effective. 

The orders of General Otis to the natives 
to keep indoors were rigidly enforced last 
night and additional guards have been out 
tonight. The insurgents have been given 
to understand that any overt act will bring 
punishment swift and sure. 

It is reported by officers from Caloocan 
that the rebel battery was practically wiped 
out by one of the Monadnock’s shells and 
that no further trouble is anticipated from it. 

Rumors are current that the setback the 
Filipino leaders have received in their am- 
bitious attempt to capture and burn the city 
and massacre the foreign residents has not 
discouraged them. They underrate the 
power of the Americans and depend upon a 
warfare of incendiarism and assassination. 


QUIET RESTORED IN MANILA. 


Streets of the City Clear from Dark to 
Daylight—Insurgents Show 
Some Activity. 


Manila, Feb. 25.—10:15 a, m.—Despite the 
threats of the Filipinos to burn the business 
center, the inhabitants of Manila were not 
disturbed last night. There was not.a sin- 
gle incident worth recording from the time 
when the streets were cleared until day 
dawned this ‘morning.

GOMEZ 1S IN HAVANA 


CUBAN GENERAL WELCOMED AT 
THE CAPITAL. 


Insurgent Commander-in-Chief Enters 
the City at the Head of 2,000 Oa- 
ban Troops and Escorted by Gen- 
eral Ludlow and Staff and a Troop 
of the Seventh Cavalry—Population 
Is Wild with 
tion Far Into the Night. 


Havana, Feb. 24.—General Maximo Gomez, 
the Cuban Commander-in-Chief, entered 
Havana this afternoon, escorted by Gen- 
eral Ludlow and his staff and Troop L of the 
Seventh United States Cavalry. He marched 
at the head of 2,000 armed Cuban horsemen 
and footmen. The population of the city 
was wild with enthusiasm. 

General Gomez arrived on the edge of the 
town from Marianao at 12:30 p. m., and was 
escorted by the Second Illinois Band and 
three battalions. These battalions then re- 
turned to their camp, and did not entey the 
city. 

The festivities today in honor of the fourth 
anniversary of the beginning of the Cuban 
struggle for independence were most spom- 
taneous and wildly enthusiastic. Havana 
had never seen anything like it before. The 
whole town was decorated, and the streets 
were packed with a crowd twice as large as 
that which turned out at the Garcia funeral. 

At half past 12 this afternoon General 
Gomez left Cerro, the suburb from which the 
march was to be made, with a procession in 
the following order of formation: 

The band of the Seventh Regiment, mount- 
ed, playing the Cuban hymn and national 
airs; Company L of the Seventh United 
States Cavalry; the staff of General Gomez 
with escort; General Mayia Rodriguez and 
staff; General Maximo Gomez, upon whose 
right was Major General Ludlow, the mem- 
bers of Major General Ludlow’s staff, then 
a great number of Cuban Generals and offi- 
cers, some mounted and some in carriages; 
and, finally, 2,000 Cuban cavalry and in- 
fantry. 

Frantic Cheers for Gomez. 

As General Gomez passed the crowd went 
wild with vivas, hats were flung in the air, 
and women showered flowers on all sides. 
He bowed and raised his hat incessantly, as 
the crowds struggled to get near his horse 
and clung to the animal's sides as long as 
possible. 

The procession stopped frequently, event- 
ually filing into the main streets of the city, 
passing Central Park and arriving at the 
palace at half-past 2. The Prado and other 
avenues were lined with patriotic clubs, 
taking up various positions of vantage and 
then joining the procession as it passed on 
from the palace, from a balcony of which it 
was reviewed by General Gomez. 


Welcomed at the Palace. 
Once at the palace the Cuban Commander- 


in-Chief was welcomed by Sefior Federico 
Mora, the Civil Governor; Mayor Perfecto 


Lacoste, the members of the City Council, . 


the Junta Patriotica, the members of the 
assembly, the officials of all classes, and 
numerous patriotic clubs. The place was 
beautifully decorateds and all previous 
efforts in the display of banners and bunt- 
ing were surpassed by the almost endless 
showing of silk embroidered standards and 
flags, hundreds of which were carried by 
Havana’s daughters. 
Following the procession were many pri- 
vate carriages, filled with women repre- 
senting the best society, some allegorically 
dressed and others waving flags. The Cuban 
bands played the Cuban national 
varying this with “ Dixie,” ‘The Star 
Spangled Banner,’’ *‘ The Stars and Stripes 
Forever,’ and popular American marches, 


Many Allegorical Floats. 

There were many allegorical floats ex- 
pressing the friendship between Cuba and 
the United States. Two attracted particu- 
lar attention, each drawn by three yokes 
of oxen. One represented the Cuba of yes- 
terday—a woman stanGing with manacied 
hands, a broken wheelbarrow, d other 
signs of desolation at her feet; the other, 
the Cuba of today—a woman under a palm 
smiling and surrounded by evidences of 
prosperity. 

The contrast was effective and everywhere 
applauded. 

A handsome carriage, containing women 
and decorated with large Spanish, Ameri- 
can, and Cuban flags draped together with 
white ribbons and bearing the legend, 
“Unity, Peace, and Concord,”’ was vocifer- 
ously cheered. Still another float represent- 
ed a Cuban woman holding an American 
flag, with the shattered crown of Spain at 
her feet. 

Many Dominican flags were shown, and 
there was one representative float in honor 
of the country of Gomez. Several figures 
dressed as North American Indians were 
conspicuous. 

Twenty-five Thousand in Line. 

No fewer than 25,000 people were in line, 
requiring three hours to pass a given point. 
The horses of the Cuban cavalry arescrawny 
and ill fed and the cavalrymen are cladina 
vague Cuban uniform. All carried Reming- 
ton carbines, with nondescript bundles of 
clothing and bedding. They marched? in lines 
of twos. The infantry occasicnally kept 
step, and as they passed the palace presented 
arms. Most of them carried Cuban flags 
stuck in their rifles. | 

The enthusiasm of the crowd was directed 
to General Gomez and certain well known 
commanders, rather than to the troops them- 
selves. As compared with the way the 
American populace welcomes back soldiers 
—the men who have done most and suffered 
most—the Cubans today seemed neglected. 


CHINA TO ENTER A PROTEST. 


Killing of Three Hundred Natives at 


Talien-Wan by Russian Troops 
Excites Anger at Peking. 


Peking, Feb. 24.—fThe dowager Empress 
is greatly incensed at the action of the Rus- 
sians at Talien-Wan on the Liao Tung 
peninsula, near Port Arthur, in killing 300 
Chinese during a conflict which originated 
in a question of taxes, as cabled on Feb. 19. 
Her Majesty has instructed the Chinese For- 
eign office to protest in the strongest pos- 
sible language against this “‘ unwarrantable 
action of the Russians,”’ who, it is added, dis- 
tinctly broke the terms of the Port Arthur 
convention, which does not give the Rus- 
sians authority to collect, taxes.

STEAMER BULGARIA IS SAFE. 


Missing Boat Comes Into Port at Ponta 
del Gada, Azores, Under 
Its Own Steam. | 


Ponta del Gada, Azores, Feb. 24.—[Copy- 
right, 189", by the Associated Press. }]—The 
Hamburg-American jine steamer Bulgaria, 
Captain Schmidt, from New York on Jan. 
28 for Hamburg, previously reported in 
great distress by the British tank steamer 
Weehawken 800 miles from the Azore Is- 
lands, entered this port this morning under 
iis Own steam and reported all well on 
board. 

Subsequcnt to the departure of Second 
Mate G. Scharges, Quartermasters Carl 
Ludtke and John Schuelz, and Seaman Will- 
lam. Starke, who were picked up from an 
open boat of the Bulgaria on Feb. 5 by the 
British steamship Vittoria, Captain Wether- 
all, bound from Hull for Baltimore, where it 
arrived on Feb, 22 with the rescued men, 
the weather became worse and salvage 
vperations had to be abandoned. 

All day and night the crew and passen- 
gers of the Bulgaria jettisoned the cargo 
until Feb. 7. During the afternoon of Feb. 
7 Wilham Koenig, a sailor, jumped over- 
board and was never seen again. 

The weather aon the morning of Feb. 8 is 
described as fearful, and there were six or 
seven feet of water in the holds. On the 
morning of Feb. 9 the weather became calm- 
er and 107 dead horses were thrown over- 
board from the steamer. | 

The swell was high until Feb. 10. By that 
time No. 4 hold, which was full of grain, 
had fourteen feet of water in it and the 
pumps were foul and unable to work. 

Stormy weather recommenced on the after- 
noon of Feb. 11 and lasted until Feb. 14, 
when the British steamer Antillian, Captain 
Fost, from Liverpool on Feb. 4 for New Or- 
leans, appeared.

Early during Feb. 17 the Bulgaria sighted 
the Norwegian bark Helga, and asked it to 
report the Bulgaria all well. 

On Feb. 18 and 19 the severe weather con- 
tinued, but it moderated om Feb. 20. 

In the méanwhile the crew of the Bulgaria 
had been working incessantly in efforts to 
repair the disabled rudder of the steamer, 
and at 10 o'clock on the morning of Feb. 21 
the Bulgaria was again under concrol. Ly 
noon of Feb. 22 it had made 226 miles, and 
at ndéon on Feb. 23 254 miles more had been 
| covered. The balance of the distance here, 
194 miles, was covered by 7:30 this morning. 

During the storms and in working the 
cargo, etc., the passengers and crew of the 
Bulgaria sustained many injuries, a num- 
ber of arms and legs bein® broken. 


The news of the arrival of the Bulgaria at 
the Azores brought relief to the frends of 
the passengers from Chicago on the steam- 
er. Of those booked here gee were Chi- 
cagoans:’ Moritz Kohn, with his wife and 
four children, Ergart Lipperts and Charles 
Werner. Three St. Paul people were also 
booked at the Chicago office of the Ham- 
burg-American line, They were: Nels An- 
derson, Joseph Holig, and August Weinhart. 
Friends of the Chicagoans were satisfied 
| that the liner was safe when it refused aid 
from the Weehawken, but before that there 
was much anxiety. 

The members of the Kohn family were 
taken off the delayed steamer in midocean 
by the Weehawken. Ludwika Szczerbowska, 
Mrs. Annie Burgman, and two children were 
also taken off by the Weehawken. 

The fact that the Bulgaria drifted so far 
out of its course causes the belief in the Chi- 
cago office that the steamer was disabled on 
the third day out.

BAGAN MAY DRAW NO PAY. 


COMPLICATIONS ARISE IN THE 
CASE OF THE GENERAL. 


Belief That the Auditors in the War 

Department Will Hold That as He 
Is Under Sentence of Suspension 
There Is No Fund trom Which He 
Can Draw Money—Officials Hunting 
for a Precedent, but None Seems to 
Be at Hand, 


Washington, D, C., Feb. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Brigadier General Charles P. Eagan, for- 
merly Commissary General of Subsistence, 
who was suspended from rank and duty 
for his vituperative attack upon Major Gen- 


eral Nelson A. Miles, will find on pay day 


that he cannot draw his salary. Legal diffi- 
culties will intervene. 

According to the interpretation put upon 
the order of the President suspending Gen- 
eral Eagan from rank and duty for a period 
of six years, he is not entitled to pay for 
the time be is under suspension. Law offi- 
cers of the army have been investigating 
the matter, and when General Eagan pre- 
sents himself to the paymaster to draw his 
salary he will in all probability be told the 
matter must be settled by the auditor for 
the War department, W. W. Brown. The 
paymaster, who is responsible for all gov- 
ernment funds, whether paid out legally or 
illegally, will decline to assume the responsi- 
bility for paying General Eagan his monthly 
stipend. 

Even though he pays General Eagan when 
his accounts are sent to’the auditor for the 
War department for audit a hitch will oc- 
cur, and if Mr. Brown’s clerks cannot find 
a precedent for the payment it will be re- 
ferred to the Controller of the Treasury, 
Judge Tracewell, for an opinion. 


Searching for a Precedent. 

Mr. Brown is now having his clerks 
search for a precedent. He knows of none 
personally, and does not think it exists. 
The only case similar to General Eagan’s 
was that of Judge Advocate General Swaim, 
who was suspended from duty for eight 
years, but in this case it was expressly stip- 
ulated he should draw half pay. . 

Officials of the War department argue that 
by suspension from rank and duty General 
Eagan has no rank in the army, and con- 


sequently there is no rate of pay prescribed. 


The President did not specify that General 
Eagan was to receive any pay whatever. 
Officers who read the order of the Presi- 
dent in a casua! manner took it for granted 
that as long as no mention was made of 
pay it was presumed General Eagan would 
draw his full pay. In most cases where it 
is desired to punish an officer for dereliction 
of duty it is customary to specify what 
amount he shall draw from the government 
during his enforced idleness. __ 

In the present instance the matter is just 
the opposite. The pay department of the 
army holds the opinion that where no 
amount is specified none shall be paid. 
The legal officials of the government are at 
work on the case, anda decision will prob- 
ably be reached tomorrow. e 


Tracewell Is Technical. 

In the event the matter is referred to 
Controller of the Treasury Tracewell, if 
there is any legal technicality upon which 
it can be disallowed, Judge Tracewell will 
render an opinion that under the law there 
are no fumds to pay General Eagan his 
salary. He is regarded as one of the most 
technical of lawyers ever holding the posi- 
tion of Controller of the Treasury. He de- 
clined to pay the $5,000 fee of former Senator 
Edmunds in the Carter case, which was con- 
tracted for by Secretary Alger, upon the 
ground that the matter did not arise be- 
cause of the war with Spain and consequent- 
ly could not be paid out of the emergency 
fund allotted to the President. In the event 
Judge Tracewell decided against General 
Hagan there is no appeal except to the 
civil courts. 

The opinion is generally expressed that 
the President intends that General Eagan 
should receive full pay during his suspen- 
sion, but by reason of overcaution he has 
succeeded in tying up the pay of the former 
Commissary General of Subsistence.

Hans Delbrueck, who will be tried tomorrow 

for moral treason by special court of dis- 

cipline appointed for this purpose. 

Dr. Delbrueck is professor of history in the 
Berlin University, and he is accused of de- 
nouncing the Prussian government for ex- 
pelling Danes, Hollanders, Austrians, and 
other foreigners from the Prussian prov- 
inces. 

Some time ago Dr. Delbrueck wrote an 
article over his signature in the Berlin 
papers in which he spoke of these expulsions 
as “a disgraceful intolerance, unworthy of 
all precedents of international law.” He 
went so far as to accuse the authorities of 
trampling upon the laws of humanity. 

Though the official organs demand that 
Dr. Deibrueck be deprived of his office it is 
believed that the court will not dare to take 
extreme measures in his case on account of 
his position. 

The accused is an eminent scholar and 
extremely popular with the masses. He 
comes of a family of savants and states- 
men, and he was the tutor of Prince Walde- 
mar, the Kaiser's brother. 

His principal opponent is Herr Bosse, the 
Minister of Education, who claims that to 
publicly criticise the policy of the govern- 
ment is treason. The court of discipline 
will be presided over by Under Secretary of 
State Herr von Meinecke.

Drs. Janeway and Dunham have admitted 
this, although Dr. Dunham, when asked 
tonight if pneumonia was likely to devel- 
op, said that result was probable. 

The alarming feature of today’s develop- 
ments was the official announcement in the 
morning bulletin, signed by Drs. Janeway 
and Dunham, that the lower portion of the 
patient’s left lung had become involved. 
Until today the disease had been confined 
to the right lung, which is the one usually 
first attacked in pneumonia. 

While the doctors in attendance are non- 
committal beyond their bulletins, it is evi- 
dent they are aware their patient is in a 
perilous condition. Dr. Dunham has taken 
up permanent quarters in the Hotel Grenoblé 
in a room adjacent to the suite occupied by 
Mr. Kipling. Dr. Janeway was in the sick 
room the greater part of the afternoon. 

Mrs. Kipling did not go out of the hotel 
today. She is much worn by anxiety and 
by constant watching at her husband's bed- 
side. 

The most hopeful report that came from 
the sick room was brought by David Mc- 
Clure, who visited Mr. Kipling on behalf of 
the McClure & Doubleday Publishing com- 
pany. Mr. McClure said Mr. Kipling had 
at no time beeen either unconscious or de- 
lirious. His mind is clear and he is taking 
the situation calmly. Among those who 
called at the hotel today was William’ Dean 
Howells. 

Drs. Janeway and Dunham were with the 
patient for an hour and a half before is- 
suing tonight's bulletin. ‘‘ The progress of 
the disease is less rapid than in a fatal case,” 
was all the doctors would say. 


FINLAND YIELDS TO THREATS. 


Senate Promulgates the Czar’s Decree 
Depriving Parliament of Long 
Established Rights. 


Stockholm, Feb. 24.—The new Russian 
Governor General of Finland has at length 
forced the Finnish Senate to promulgate the 
décree of Emperor Nicholas, recently issued, 
depriving the Finnish Parliament of the ex- 
clusive right heretofore enjoyed of discuss- 
ing measures designed to bring Finland into 
closer conformity with the rest of the empire.

In the evening the beginning 
of the new league was signalized by an ad- 
dress by Senator Chauncey M. Depew, who 
on this occasion paid his first visit-to this 
city since his election to the Upper House 
of Congress. The league is the outgrowth 
of the Railroad Men’s Sound Money league 
of 1886, which, its leaders declare, carried 
the election for President McKinley. As 
intimated by the organizers, the new league 
will take a hand in the Presidential] battle 
of 1900. 

Senator Depew, who arrived in the city at 
4 p. m., spoke in the First Regiment Armory. 
‘Fifteen hundred men, perhaps 2,000, listened 
to him. The keynote of his address was the 
necessity for railroad men to band together 
for their own interests, and to be politically 
represented in the legislative halls of the 
States and the nation—a necessity as great 
as that of the farmer and manufacturer. 

‘There are,’ said the Senator, a million 
workers in this great and useful railroad in- 
dustry. The movement of the internal com- 
merce of the country. so that all parts may 
thrive and our producers and workers be en- 
abled to compete in the markets of the 
world, and the safe, comfortable, and speedy 
carriage of our people, is our function in the 
community.

“ Legislation on railway matters has be- 
come not only of great moment to the stock- 
holders, but of much greater moment to the 
employés, When unwise laws injuriously 
affect the operatiqns of a railroad line the

- bers of all the departments: Hesays: ‘ Un- 
der tne operations of this law our earnings 
have been cuit down so much. .That will 
prevent our paying dividends,’ or if the road 
is not mew. dividends, ‘ That will pre- 
vent our meeting the ihterest on our bonds 
and our company Will go into the hands of a 
receiver. Now, our official lives are at 
stake.

q has intensified the evils it sought to cure. ; 
Railway competition differs from that 

known in trade. If a merchant or manu- 
facturer fights a rival concérr and has the 
longer purse, as well as business brains, he 
drives his adversary into bankruptcy and 
out of business, then buys up his stock at 
"ruinous prices, and, having a monopoly, 
makes up the losses of the contest by larger 
Sales and increased prices. But the State 
fixes the passenger fares, and under the 
common law as to reasonable rates puts a 
limit on freight charges: The semi-public | 
rendered by the railroad justifies 

these restrictions. 

“When a railroad goes into hankruptcy 
the territory of which it is the sole outlet 
has interests so great that the courts will 
not permit fits sharing the fate of insolvency. 
The court runs it regardless of its owners 
and for the public convenience. The big 

7 shippers are always seeking exclusive fa- 
; votrs and they bargain with the weak line 
for all their shipments. This fills that line’s 
capacity and the other lines maintain rates 
which will give some return to the investors. 
The advantages possessed by these favored 
shippers on the bankrupt road enable them 
in the close competition of common markets 
to defeat and absorb similar enterprises in 
other localities, and that product goes into 
atrust. Then the trust or combination con- 
trolling this article of necessity fixes its own 
price and distributes its freight among the 
roads at its own rates. In short, it becomes 
the master of the railroad as well as the 
public. 

Many Shippers a Necessity. 

‘The interest of both the stockholder 
and the employés of the railroad is to have 
many shippers instead of one or two, and 
business at as many local points as possible.

Senator Says War Will End by Septem- 
ber—Government Needed There 
. and in Cuba. 


Senator Depew was accompanied to the 
city by Dr. J. P. Munn of New York, who de- 
clared Mr. Depew was as sound as “ ten 
rocks.”’ The Senator said he almost had re- 
covered from the grip from which he had 
been suffering for some time.

_ As to expansion,” said the Senator, “I 
am hopeful that the Philippine troubles will 
be settled by next September. By that time 


the Filipino who depends on his products for

The bottom of it will 
fall out. It will then be the duty of Congress 
to form a Teffitorial goverfiment for the 
Philippines, a different and stronger form 
of government for Porto Rico, and a still . 
different form of government for Cuba. It 
is our intention_to hold Porto Rico for all 
time and it will be necessary to devise a 


| government that will be permanent and sat- 


isfactory. 

**T should say that the form of government 
for Cuba will be a sort of vanishing kind, as 
we will have to live up strictly to our prom- 
ises to the Cubans, though it probably will be 
ten years before the feeling engendered 
among the factions in Cuba will be softened 
sufficiently to allow .the complete with- 
drawal of our authority. , 

“It will not take long for the Filipinos to 

find out that they will. enjoy blessings of 

prosperity and protection of life and prop- 

erty under American rule they never re- 

ceived at the hands of the Spaniards. Aguin- 

aldo talks of liberty, a word which he does 

not compretiend. If he were permitted to 

have his way he would establish a despotism 

which would mean liberty for himeelf and a 

few of his followers and oppression for the 

rest of the islanders. This is the Oriental 

idea of liberty. 

“It Was so in Egypt, which England has 
released from the bondage of Arabi Pasha 
and lifted up to a condition of peace and 
prosperity which that unhappy country had 
not enjoyed for thousands of years. 

** But the liberty which an enlightened na- 
tion brings to an oppressed people generally 
interferes with the soft berths of the tyrants 
who do hot want to be disturbed, and thusa 
revolt is the result. The Dutch, in conquer- 
ing Java and making it valuable to the serv- 
ice of humanity, also had to battle with the 
‘divine right’ of a few native rulers. But 
the Dutch. killed off the rebels and now the 
island is worth $30,000,000 a year in business 
to the Dutch, and a fotce of only 14,000 offi- 
cers and soldiers js necessary to protect life 
and property there. 

“IT dare say after we have taught the 
Filipinos what true liberty méans, that 
Aguinaldo would be mobbed were he to ask 
them to risé up and throw off American rule. 

“ As for. political isues—well, that is rather 
hard to say. The Democrats at present re- 
mind me of Adam grappling with chaos. 
The Democrats are advertising heavily for 
an issue and I understanda large reward is 
offered for a first-class live question which 
will allow 16 to 1 to gently éliminate itself 
from the field.

PRINTS ANTI-AMERICAN TIRADE. 


Filipino Junta at Hongkong Declares 
Chaos and Pandemonium 
Reign at Manila. 


Hongkong, Feb. 24.—The Filipino Junta 
in Hongkong publishes a venomous anti- 
American tirade, in part, to the following 
effect: 

**Chaos and pandemonium reign at Ma- 
nila; trade is paralyzed afid provisions are 
at famine prices. The American officers are 
afraid to exercise authority over the recalci- 
trant soldiers. While fighting is in progress 
both military and police defy their officers 
‘and proceed to the front to see what they 
style ‘fun.’ In order to hush the seandal 
of a wanton night bombardment of the house 
of a foreign Consu! (the name is not given) 
the American authorities promptly paid 
for the damage, hoping to avoid publicity, 
The escape of the Consul’s family was 
miraculous.”’ 

The manifesto alleges that Major General 
Otis is “incapable of filling his position,” 
and then proceeds in a rabid denunciation 
of the American soldiéfs, declaring that 
“ their conduct is bringing disgrace upon the 
white race.”’ 

The junta says that the premises of a 
Hongkong merchant at Iloilo had been loot- 
ed by Americans and that the merchant has 
lodged heavy claims for his losses. The 
tirade concludes with the siatement: ‘‘ The 
reports of the hoisting of the American flag 
by the natives of Negros are practical bun- 
combe.”’

‘DIES AT WEDDING FEAST. 


YOUNG WOMAN COMMITS SUICIDE 
‘THROUGH BROKEN LOVE. 


Grace Of Shelby Co., Ill., Sees 
Her Sister Become the Bride of the 
Man te Whom She Had Been Previ- 
ously Engaged, Then Ende Her Life 
—NoO Thotght Prioct to the Tragié 
Event That She Had Not Become 
Reeoneiled. 


Shelbyville, Ill., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Grace 
Sanner, the eldest daughter of a prominent 
family of Shelby County, took her life at the 
wedding supper of her sister yestefday. The 
wedding guests had just sat down to the 
feast following the marfiage of Miss Tina 
Sannet to John H. Ortris when the elder sis- 
ter of the bride took from her pocket a 
paper containing a white powder and with- 
eut attraeting the attention of the guests 
Swallowed it. When the wedding party 
arose from the table she was discovered in 
agony and confessed that she had taken 
arsenic. Before any relief could be given 
the girl she expired. . , 

The girl who took her life had been be- 
trothed, it had been understood, to the man 
to whom her sister was married. In the 
preparations for the wedding she had taken 
an active and self-sacrificing part, to all 
appearances perfectly reconciled to the 
“ceremony which should bind her former lover 
to her sister instead of herself: Apparently 
unmeved she had dressed her sister for the 
wedding and had stood with her before the 
altar while the vows were exchanged be- 
tween Miss Tina and Orris, which she had 
once thought were to make the groom and 
herself man and wife. . 

When the weddihg guests returned to the 
home of the bride’s parents it was thought 
that Grace had forgotten her love for Orris. 
The wedding suppet was served and she sat 
down to it with the friends of the family, 
outwardly serene and unmoved. Her ac- 
tions told nothing of het ward confiict. 
While unnoticed by the ghésts she took from 
her pocket a paper containing arsemié and 
mixed it with her coffee. ; 

In the midst of the merriment and gayety 
of the supper she slowly sipped the fatal 
drink and bore the increasing pangs of the 
torture as the poison took its deadly hold 
upon her systetn with Spartan fortitude. 
Just as the gtiests were arfsing it was no- 
bicea that the elder sister was sinking in 
her chair and that her head had fallen upon 
the table. To th consternation of the 
guests. she replied to anxious questions that 
she had taken poison. Theré was no néed to 
ask the reason. The friends who knew the 
love story of the two sisters Knew that 
Grace Sanner had saerificed her own hap- 
piness to that of her sister and had then 
ended her existence in such tragic manner. 

Miss Sanner, it was understood in the 
neighborhood, had been betrothed to Orris, 
he being the favored one of many suitors. 


| The eharms and accomplishments of her 


younger sister, Tina, attracted the atten- 
tion of the succéssful lover afid proved too 
strong for his piighted faith. The transfer 
ef his affections from Grace to Tina seemed 
to meet ne protest from the former. There 
was no sign of any jealousy, and the nger 
sister received the wooing without misgiv- 
ing. The engagement of the younger sister 
amd Orris had been a long one, and his re- 
lations to the other had been forgotten by 
every one but herself, as the tragedy of the 
wedding supper proved. 

Her father, Shields H. Sanner, is a farmer 
of Penn Township. Grace and Tina, his 
daughters, were his only children. Grace 
had been of an independent disposition, with 
no hint of sentiment in her demeanor. She 
had taught school near her father’s home. 
John Orris, the young man whose unstable 
affections gave the cause to the tragedy, 
was the son of a neighbor, &ind a young man 
of prominence in the community.

The serious apprehensions long 
entertained of a tragic issue of the Dreyfus 
affair all hinged upon a fear that the army 
might, out of revenge, be induced to forget 
its loyalty to the republic. : 

The anti-revisionists regarded General 
Roget as one of their stanchest supporters, 
owing to the part he played in the Dreyfus 
affair. Thus, it happened, as he did not 
reply to Deroulede’s first appeal, but con- 
tinued marching in the direction of the 
Elysée, the patriots jumped to the conclu- 
sion their. object was attained and surged 


around the marching soldiers with triumph- 


ant shouts. 

They were speedily undeceived, and De- 
roulede became a sadder and possibly a wiser 
man. 

The public breathes freely now that it is 


geen that the army is in no mood to counte- 


nance anti-republican movements, and the 
whole thing will end farcically with a short 
imprisonment for Deroulede and a useful 
lesson to the Beaurepaires, Coppées, and 
others of that ilk. b 

General Roget’s conduct is unanimously 
praised. 

M. Deroulede still manfully sticks to his 
guns. He has written M. Dupuy to declare 
that he was arrested for haranguing the 
troops, after having attempted to bring them 
with him, and that any other version is false- 
hood. He asserts that he is determined not 
1o shield himself behind any ambiguity.

headed by Deroulede and Habert, followed 
his brigade and entered the courtyard of the 
barracks occupied by the troops. 


Planned a Revolution. 
MM. Deroulede and Habert, the General 
further deposed, questioned the officers and 
refused to leave when requested to do so. 


“Therefore they were arrested, and confessed 


they wished to lead the troops into a revolu- 
tionary movement and to replace the “ par- 
liamentary republic by a plebiscite repub- 
lic.” [Uproar]. The two Deputies men- 
tioned were then removed to the police 
Station. 

The public prosecutor then asked for, au- 
thority to prosecute the two prisoners on 
the charge of attempting to turn the troops 
from their duty. 

M. Castelin, Republican member for one of 
the divisions of Aisne, moved that MM. 
Deroulede and Habert be set at liberty, 
provisionally, without prejudicing their 
prosecution, declaring that he knew of their 
love for the republic and did not believe his 
friends were as guilty as represented. 

The Premier, M. ‘Dupuy, said a decision 
whether or not to prosecute the two Deputies 
Ought to be taken without delay and he 
asked the Chamber to immediately appoint 
a committee with instructions to report on 
the subject this evening. [Cheers]. 

M. Lasies, Nationalist, representing the 
Condom district of Gers, said he had accom- 
panied MM. Deroulede and Habert to the 
gate of the barracks and asked to be included 
in the prosecution.

Both to Be Prosecuted. 

The bureaus selected a committee unani- 
mously favorable to the prosecution of MM. 
Deroulede and Habert and opposing M. Cas- 
telin’s motion. 

After the briefest meeting, at which M. 
Dupuy was heard on the question, the com- 
mittee decided to authorize the prosecution 
of the two Deputies, and subsequently re- 
ported to the Chamber, which, by a show of 
hands, voted for the prosecution and defeat- 
ed M. Castelin’s amendment. oe 

The Chamber resumed the session at 5:45 
p. m. In the meantime M. Millevoye had 
been released from custody and took part 
in the proceedings. The house was densely 
crowded. 

The chairman, of the committee presented 
a report unarimously approving of the pros- 
ecution of M. Deroulede and Habert and 
also approving of keeping them in custody. 

The report added: “If the facts adduced 
fre true they cannot be too vigorously con- 
demned, as they constitute an attack on 
the republic and injury to the army.” [Ap- 
plause.] . 

M. Castelin said he would not oppose the 
Prosecution of the Deputies, as he believed 
the accused themselves desired to be pros- 
ecuted. 

M. Millevoye declared that it was not char- 
acteristic of a ‘* great patriot like M. Derou- 
lede to recoil before responsibilities.”’ But,

MATAAFA AVERSE TO GERMANS. 


Steamer Advices from Samoa Throw 
New Light on the Recent Up- 
rising at Apia. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 24.—According to 
Samoan advices in Sydney.newspapers an 
interview was had with Mataafa in his camp 
after the battle by a reporter, who learned 
that Mataafa was equally averse with 
Malietoa to seeing the islands under Ger- 
man control. Mataafa, in his attack on 
Malietoa’s forces, was anxious not to hurt 
the bodies or injure the feelings of any white 
persons. The interviewer adds it appeared 
to him that Mataafa was being urged on 
against his personal wishes to fight. 

Mataafa gathered all the dead bodies of 
his enemies that he could find and cut off 
their heads as trophies of the battle. These 
grewsome relics were not made visible to 
visitors to his camp. The trunks were taken 
by Mataafa’s people and buried at the roots 
of banana trees belonging to them, so that 
in future years when they eat the fruit they 
will always have in mind the routing of the 
enemy. 

After Mataafa’s victory there was fearful 
loot. All day long houses were burning and 
many plantations were dug up. 

A resident of Samoa states that creed dif- 
ferences have been introduced, it being 
Catholics against the London mission 
(Protestant). When the Apia foreigmehurch 
‘was looted a large majority of the looters 
showed the emblems of the Catholic religion. 


CLUBBED TO DEATH BY NATIVES 


Situation in the New Hebrides Serious 
Enough to Require Presence of a 
British Gunboat. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 24.—According to 
reports received by the steamer Miowera, 
the situation in the New Hebrides is serious. 
A trader named George Thomas was clubbed 
io death by natives at Mallicolo, and the 
trading stations at Santa Cruz have been 
attacked. The mission station has also been 
threatened and the British Admiral at Ho- 
bart has been asked to send a gunboat. 

- Jt is reported in official circles that Colo- 
nial Secretary Joseph Chamberlain has dis- 
allowed a concession of 250,000 acres to a 
New Guinea land syndicate. 

A sensational discovery of opal is reported 
from Opalton, Queensland. The find is said

DEATH uF SIR JOHN STRUTHERS. 


One of Great Britain’s Eminent Surgeons 
and Author of Many Medical 
Works. 


London, Feb. 24.—Sir John Struthers, M. D., 
LL.D., Vice President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, Edinburg, and examiner in 
anatomy, Royal College of Surgeons, is dead. 

{Sir John Struthers was born on Feb. 21, 1823, 
and finished his education in the Edinburg Uni- 
versity. From 1845 to 1863 he was lecturer on 
anatomy at Edinburg. From 1863 to 1889 he was 
surgeon at the Edinburg Royal Infirmary and 
professor of anatomy at Aberdeen University. 
He was a member of the General Medical Council 
‘from 1883 to 1891. His publications include 
‘‘Anatomical and Physiological Observations,’’ 
** Historical Sketch of the Edinburg Anatomical 
School,’’ ‘‘ Memoir on the Anatomy of the Hump- 
back Whale,’’ and various papers on human and 
comparative anatomy.]

When Nansen’s ship, Fram, about a year 
ago left on its secund ex tion to the 
arctic waters, under command of Captain 
O. Sverdrup, it carried in its hold a number 
of mysterious bottles. 

The expedition had been supplied wita 
these by the professor at the University 
in Stockholm, Otto Peterson. A _ special 
kind of postal cards had also been prepared: 
they were to be put in the bottles, which 
would then be thrown overboard. Thus 
it was hoped that the direction ana speea ui 
the arctic streams would be satisfactorily 
found out. 

These cards were printed in four different 
languages—French, German, English, and 
Norwegian—and the finder was requesied to 
fill in the needed information and immedi- 
ately forward the cards to Professor Peter- 
son in Stockholm.

Colorado Springs Council Repeals Fran- 
chise Granted to Reimburse 
Jackson & Watson. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Feb. 24.—[Special. ] 
—The Colorado Springs City Council has 
repealed a power franchise granted recently 
to Jackson & Watson, Chicago contractors, 
in connection with Strickler tunnel. The! 
tunnel, 6,800 feet long, is to connect impor- 
tant lakes with Lake Moraine, and all but 
2.000 feet has been completed. The con- 
tract price was $12.90 a foot, but so great 
have been the obstacles that a loss of $15 
a foot has been sustained.

LAYS BLAME FOR CRIME. 


DR. FRANK CRANE AT THE HAMILTON 


CLUB SCORES POLITICIANS. 


Charges Both Party Machines with 
Responsibility for Open Debauch- 
ery in the Municipal Government of 
Chicago—Need for Religion in Rul- 
ers—Judge Neely and District Attor- 
ney Bethea on Results of the War— 
Roy 0. West and D. S. Geer Speak. 


The Rev. Dr. Frank Crane, addressing tho 
Hamilton club last evening at its regular 
February dinner, told his hearers the polit- 
ical machines of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties were responsible for the in- 
solence of crime and open debauchery in 
municipal administration in Chicago. The 
evils of misgovernment in great cities, he 
said, formed the gravest problem to be 
solved in the twentieth century, and this 
could not be done till men should take the 
lead in politics who were wise enough and 
bold enough to pin their faith to the good-' 
ness and moral instincts of the people,.and 
dare to harass the criminal. 

Dr. Crarfé won the heartiest applause of 
the evening, and at the end of the meeting 
was congratulated and thanked by scores of 
members of the club for the boldness and 
directness of his utterances. 

The problems of national expansion and 
municipal government, the history of the 
framing of the constitution of the United 
States, and the characters of Washington, 
Hamilton, Lincoln, and other leaders in 
Amcrican statesmanship, were discussed by 
various speakers. President Cody acted as 
toastmaster after a banquet served at 6 
o'clock. Seated with him at the speakers’ 
table were: 


Judge Neely, Roy O. West. 
S. H. Bethea, Dr. Frank Crane, 
G. W. Dixon, David 8S. Geer. 


Judge Hanecy. 

Dr. Colledge of Aurora had been an- 
nounced to speak on ‘‘ George Washington,” 
but the death of his wife prevented his at- 
tendance. On the motion of Justice Under- 
wood a telegram of condolence was sent to 
Dr. Colledge. 


Roy O. West on the Campaign. 

Roy O. West, the first speaker, assailed the 
present city administration. His topic was 
“The Coming Campaign.” He said: 

“Every good citizen should be an active 
politician, and if parties need reforming, 
should help reform them from within by 
taking part in their councils, by working in 
the primaries to select good men for can- 
didates and by working atthe polls 
to elect them. The question now 
before us is: ‘Shall a man who is a dema- 
gogue, because he has stood with the people 
on one issue and in spite of the fact that he 
has been wrong on everything else, again 
receive the support of the people?’ Theissue 
on which he has made his great political 
capital will be dead before theelection. The 


law that created the issue will have been 


killed by a Republican Legislature. 

“The people then will have to” decide 
whether they will set the seal of their ap- 
proval on a reckless if not criminal admin- 
istration of the civil service law, a corrupt 
Police department, and a scandalous ad- 
ministration of the Public Works depart- 
ment. ‘ 

“I believe the people will register the 
opinion that the party that is capable of 
governing not only these Unted States, but 
also of hemming in the Pacific and laying 
stepping stones for our commerce even to 
the antipodes, can also govern wisely, ef- 
fectively, and honestly the greatest, proud- 
est, and most magnificent city on which the 
sun ever shone.” 

The possible candidacy of Judge Hanecy 
for the Mayoralty was referred to and ap- 
plauded, when President Cody, in introduc- 
ing Judge Neely to speak on ‘ The Consti- 
tution,”” said the people would be glad, if 
the bench should be robbed of Judge Hanecy 
tc make him Mayor, that Judge Neely still 
remained to adjudicate the laws. 


Problems from the War. 

Judge Neely said there was no more ques- 
tion about the final right solution of prob- 
lems growing out of the war than there was 
about the fact that this country in the last 
(100 years had settled all its most important 
problems right. He praised Alexander Ham- 
ilton, who, he said, favored expansion. 

United States District Attorney Bethea 
said the questions of municipal government 
and of governing foreign territory were the 
greatest now before the public. The Amer- 
ican people had made their greatest steps 
of progress, he declared, when inspired by 
lofty sentiments. He attacked the argument 
the Philippine question should be viewed 
as a matter of business, saying the people 
would settle it in the light of sentiments of 
humanity towards the inhabitants of the 
islands and a desire to see them enjoying 
the blessings ‘of liberty. 

the next century,” he said, the 
world will look back, as we do now on 
Washington, and view President McKinley 
as the man who started this country on its 
career as a world power, and who stood as 
a leader in the purification of American 
politics.”’ 

David S. Geer took the position George 
Washington was an expansionist and that 
religion and morality must underlie any 
final solution of the problems growing out 
of the war with Spain. 


Dr. Crane’s Address. 


Dr. Crane said what Chicago needs is not 
such a movement as is being carried on 
outside of politics for law enforcement but 
politicians brave enough and wise enough to 
Humility, self- 
respect, and religion, he said, were the es- 
sentials for true success in a politician. He 
accused the political parties of cowardice 
in saying they could not stamp out exist- 
ing evils. 

“Chicago,” he said, “is run by a small, 
compact body of criminals. Nine-tenths of 
the people are decent and upright, yet the 
streets are not safe at night. I do not ad- 
vocate what cannot be accomplished. The 
crimes that flourish in disreputable places 
and the tippling-houses cannot be summarily 
eradicated because they are grounded in 
instincts that are inherent in the body 
politic. But crime is flamboyant and open. 
Is this necessary? It is because the hand 
thrust out from behind the silken curtain 
of the bagnio is clasped in that of the city 
administration, forming a nest for crime. 

‘The political machines, Democratic and 
Republican, are responsible. It was not Dr. 
Parkhurst who redeemed New York. It was 
an official bold enough to fight crime—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. [Applause.] What Chica- 
go needs is a Mayor who will not speak 
flippantly of the moral and religious in- 
stincts of’ the people, but who pins his polit- 
ical faith to them. The time has come when 
only such a man can hope for lasting success 
in politics. Religion in politics is practical 
politics.”’ 


PLAN STORE DELIVERY POOL. 


Company in St. Louis to Care for All 
the Packages of the Big Dry 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—An ex- 
press company is being organized in the city 
to control the delivery of all the parcels from 
the big dry goods stores. Heretofore each 
establishment has owned its wagons and run 
its own system separately. This new con- 
cern, capitalized for $50,000, will build a cen- 
tral depot and attend to all the delivery busi- 
ness of the various stores. The undertaking 
is the result of an agreement among the 
large mercantile houses. 

The company will buy the.wagons from 
these houses and goods will be taken to the 
central depot, where experts will sort them. 
Regular trips will be made to every locality. 

The business will be done on a cash basis. 
Each house signing the agreement will buy 
stamps from the company. Parcels are to 
be paid for by attaching these stamps. - 

It is expected the scheme will save time and 
money for the stores, as not s0 many men or 
wagons will be employed.

RAILROAD MOVE AT JOLIET. 
Santa Fe Negotiating with Chicago 


Sanitary District for New 
Right of Way. 


Joliet, Ill., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—The offi- 
cials of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
and the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern railroad 
companies are negotiating with the Chicago 
Sanitary District, whereby both of the roads 
may secure a new right of way through this 
city, the Santa Fé coming along the east 
bank of the new channel and the Elgin, 
Joliet and Eastern on the west bank. It is 
known that the Santa Fé company is to oc- 
cupy ground just north of the steel mills 
and east of the channel for a freight yard. 
In the settlement made with the district 
some time ago this tract of ground was re- 
served for the railroad yards. 

In attempting to solve the track elevation 
problem it is said the Santa Fé people con- 
ceived the idea, which was to follow the 
east bank of the new drainage channel. By 
so doing the roadbed would run under about 
every street clear through the city, and the

The Elgin, Joliet and Eastern, by securing 
a right of way down the channel, would 
also avoid track elevation, which has caused 
the railroads considerable trouble here for

There were three receiving machines in 
Jersey City, which took messages sent from 
Philadelphia over one wire and printed them 
on paper, letter size, run off oma roll, clipped 
in letter paper lengths, as the messages were 
received. The pretty girl operators sent 
messages to Philadelphia by pounding at 
the typewriter-like machines. The experi- 
ment seemed to be successful. 

Forty-five words a minute were sent and 
printed. It was intended to send four mes- 
sages each way, eight in all, over the 
same wire, but one each of the sending and. 
receiving machines was incomplete. Mr. 
“Wiegand said the sending of three each way 
demonstrated that four could be _ sent. 
Thirty-seven characters, the full alphabet 
and numerals, are used. 

The claims for the system are: Immense 
increase in the distance a message can be 
sent without rélaying, saving of half the 
number of operators; sending opérators will 
not be subject to disability caused by work- 
ing the ordinary Morse key, which is like 
the writers’ cramp; greater accuracy, be- 
cause one operator will make only half the 
mistakes of two; wires cannot be tapped; 
anybody who can use a typewriter can tele- 
graph.

ALTGELD ON NOBTH SIDE. 


ADDRESSES AN AUDIENCE WHICH 
FILLS MUBLLER’S HALL. 


Arraigne the Present City Adminis- 


tration, Accuses Mayor Harrison of 
Discriminating Against Germans, 
and Denouncing Him for Permiéit- 
ting Railroad to Seeure Possession 
of Carroll Avenue—Speech Is Inter- 
rupted Frequently with Cheers. 


John P. Altgeld started his Mayoralty 
boom on the North Side last night, speaking 
to as large an audience as Mueller’s Hall, 
North avenue and Sedgwick street, wou'd 
hold. He was greeted with favoring shouts 
and at times during his lengthy address he 
was given clamorous tokens of approval. 
The audience was composed almost entirely 
of men, but lacking any evidence of the 
rowdy élement. 

The former Governor attacked the city ad- 
ministration for the course it has pursued 


on nearly every public question and for its 
methods of management of the public busi- 


ness. 
of Chicago, he asserted that fewer than 500 


Speaking, as he said, to the Germans 


of the 9,000 city offices were filled by men of 
German extraction. He charged Mayor Har- 
rison with removing German members of the 
School board and with the refusal to ap- 


point Germans to places of trust. 


**I am informed,’’ said Mr. Altgeld, “ that 
there is not a German in Chicago who 
knocks down a citizen at the polls on pri- 
German 


work.” 

The educational commission and the edu- 
cational bill were held up to derision. The 
speaker said the members of the commission 
were McKinley Republicans, and its head 
was “‘ the President of the Standard Oil Uni- 
versity.”” Continuing, he said: 

“I don’t believe the city is ready yet to 
turn its school system over to the domination 
of the Standard Oil trust, or to give Robert 
Burke, our sub-Mayor, the power to appoint 
a visiting board of 150 citizens.”’ ae 


Carroll Avenue Ordinance. 


Mayor Harrison's action in permitting the 
ordinance closing Carroll avenue for the 
benefit of the Chicago, Milwaukee and Bt. 
Paul railroad to become a law by letting 
it ie unsigned in his desk for ten days was 
attacked with particular energy. 

‘‘On Feb. 20, 1804,"" Mr. Altgeld said, 
‘“‘when the present city executive was ed- 
itor of the Chicago Times, an ordinance 
closing Carroll avenue was introduced. The 
Times, in common with other Chicago pa- 
pers, fought it asa measure of corruption. 


. In proof of this statement concerning the 


positéon of the Times he read extracts from 
its editorials of that period. 

‘* The opposition to the ordinance,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ was almost as pronounced as that 
waged against the fifty-year franchise last 
fall; public feeling against the ‘* boodler Al- 
dermen,”’ as they were denominated, ran 
nearly as high. That was five years ago. 

“On Feb. 6 of this year that same ordi- 
nance, changed, I understand, not at all, was 
sneaked through the present Council. Did 
Mayor Harrison or his friends in the Council 
oppose it? Did Mayor Harrison follow the 
course for which four years ago In the col- 
umns of his newspaper he applauded Mayor 
Hopkins for taking? Did he veto the ordi- 
nance? No; but, not daring to sign it, he let 
it lie in his desk until it became a law with- 
out his signature because he had not vetoed 
it. Five years ago it was said $350,000 was 
on deposit to seeure the passage of that ordi- 
nance and its approval by the Mayor. I do 
not say that a cent of meney was paid this 
time to secure its passage without the 
knowledge of Carroll avenue property-own- 
ers, but I leave it to you whether you think 
the ordinance was passed because of the 
love and affection of city officials for a rail- 


road company: 


Talks of Franchises. 


Mr. Altgeld assailed the attitude of the ad- 


ministration toward civil service, asserting 
that honesty had been trodden into the gut- 
ter. He reviewed the street car situation 
after the manner of his Central Music Hall 
speech of the fall and his recent West Side 
address at the People’s Institute, declaring 
that the terms Mayor Harrison proposed 
were the terms the street car companies 
wanted. and that the Mayor had not taken 
any step which would lift a burden from the 
shoulders of the people. The special as- 
sessment system and the McCarthy vouch- 
ers came in for a share of caustic comment. 

“The questions,’ he said, in conclusion, 
“are those of manhood as well as politics. 
The people of Chicago must. not be humil- 
iated, must not be required to sacrifice self- 
respect and manhood to stand by a party. 
This is yourctampaign, not mine. Iam help- 
ing to make a fight which I believe will help 
the city. I care nothing for your office.” 

He retired from the stage amid cheers and 
shouts of “ Altgeld, Altgeld!”

AT SEA AS TO MINOR PLACES. 


Republicans Forecast Probabilities on 
the Division Which Gets the 
Nominee for Mayor. . 


Republicans are somewhat at sea with re- 
gard to candidates for the minor city offices. 
Whichever division of the city gets the nom- 
inee for Mayor will probably be satisfied to 
give the other two divisions everything else 
in sight. 

In the event Judge Hanecy or James H. 
Gilbert should head the ticket, the City 
Clerk and Treasurer probably will be taken 


from the West Side and a City Attorney from 


the North Side. A general proposition is 
that a strong German-American should be 
‘selected for Treasurer. E. G. Halle, Fred 
Wilk, Fred A. Busse, and Christoph Hotz 
‘are mentioned. Thomas G. Cannon, Twenty- 
fourth Ward, and Alderman John Smulski 
are mentioned most frequently in connection 
with the Attorneyship.

Toronta, Olitzka, 
Mattfeld, and the “ others” were heroic 
in the brave struggle they made to make 
the Walkuren chorus “go,” and Loge 
seomed a bit more disobliging than usual 
when it came to furnishing fireworks for 
the final scene, but aside from these acces- 
sories the act proved enjoyable. Frau 
Gadski’s Brunnhilde was characterized by 
the same intelligence, earnestness, and good 
taste revealed in all her work, and in certain 
moments she was more than satisfactory. 
The “ Hier bin ich Vater” and the “ War 
es so Schmédhlich’’ were exceptionally well 


done. Herr Stehmann did better as Wotan 


than he had done on any previous occasion 
during the engagement. 

Although not especially powerful, his im- 
personation of the god has dignity and re- 
pose, and if there_be any rdie that requires 
quantities of this latter quality it is Wotan, 
for he’s the heaviest *‘ thinker ’’ in the entire 
realm of opera! One was a bit surprised to 
notice last night that the god had recovered 
the eye he once gave Erda in order to gain 


rwiedom—Herr Stehmann evidently forgot 
this important defect in Wotan’s makeup— 


but despite these shortcomings, the singer 
delivered the music of the part well, and 
added materially to one’s estimate of his 
abilities. 

This afternoon the season will close with 
a repetition of ‘‘ Carmen,” with Mile. de 
Lussan in the title rdle, Alvarez as Don 
José, Gadski as Micaela, and Bensaude as 
Escamillo.

It would have been interesting could Philipp 
Emanuel Bach and the genial Mozart have 
listened at the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon to the first performance of their works 
by Mr. Thomas and his orchestra. To have 
heard their comments would have been 
pleasant, and to have watched their faces 
while the ** Fingal’s Cave’”’ and the “ Sev- 
enth’”’ were being played would have been 
a seeing of others_as we ourselves may ap- 
pear a hundred years from now. 

That Bach, who himself was an innovator 
and path-breaker in music, ‘would have 
found Beethoven noisy, extravagant, and 
too dramatic, and would have called Men- 
deissohn an extremist and chided him for 
endeavoring to make music “ express 
things,’ is hard for us to believe. Yet such 
he doubtless would have done. Haydn 
feared he had gone beyond the pale of the 
beautiful, and had been too daring in his 
‘Creation ’’! Good musicians of his time 
viewed askance this “ program’’ music of 
the genial *“* Papa,” yet we today smile at 
what we are pleased to call its childishness! 
Our ears find the simple utterances of those 
days trivial and commonplace. We must 
have altered harmonies, augmented triads 
and chords of the ninth, eleventh, and thir- 
teenth; successive open fifths no longer dis- 
turb us, and the dominant seventh and fun- 
damental triads are ineffective weaklings to 
us. 

To return occasionally to the time when 
music was written for music’s sake, when it 
was among the Arts Beautiful instead of the 
Arts Descriptive, is healthful and beneficial 
for us. Even though we do no more than de- 
clare it quaint,” “.naive,”’ and “charming,” 
the breathing of that clearer, brighter mus- 
ical atmosphere but prove of value. 
And could it teach us that melody and sim- 
plicity are what we need in our music today, 
the listening to it would prove the benefactor 
of the tonal art. 

The audience yesterday followed the per- 
formance of these old “ novelties”’ with 
close attention and seeming enjoyment. 
Both compositions have no “ purpose” or 
**design’’—they. are music absolute of the 
purest variety. The Bach number proved es- 
pecially interesting, its conciseness giving 
it greater effectiveness than the longer Mo- 
zart work can exercise. The Largo is at- 
tractive in the highest degree, consisting as 
it does of a melody for the wood-winds anda 
solo ‘cello, with a pizzicato phrase for the 
strings at the end of each section of the 
melody. 

Of the Mozart ‘‘ Quartet” the Variations 
that form the last movement were striking in 
the ingenuity displayed and in their beauty. 
Inexhaustible seemed the inventive powers 
of their creator! The four soloists entered 
con amore into their-work, and played with 
the complete mastery of their respective in- 
struments, that has come to be expected 
from the heads of the different divisions of 
the Chicago Orchestra.. The Mendelsschn 
Overture was accorded a telling performance 
and the Symphony brought the audience 
back within reach of modern music.

Mr. McLennan has resubmitted the papers 
in the case, with affidavits, to the Secretary 
of War and demands Colonel Sharpe's con- 
duct be investigated. 

Colonel Sharpe, who will succeed Colonel 
Smith as purchasing agent at Chicago on. 
March 1, was asked about the charges pre- 
ferred against him by the Wisconsin soldier. 

“ This is the first I have heard of it,”’ he 
said. “I was absent from Rio Piedras at 
that time by order of General Brooke. This 

ntleman may have applied at Rio Piedras 
or traveling rations or commutation of ra- 
tions, but his order for such would be on my 
department and not on me personally. Lieu- 
tenant Heiberg was in charge of my office 
at Rio Piedras in my absence, and would 
have attended to such a matter if it came 
to him. 

“*I would have nothing to do with furnish- 
ing him with transportation.

CLASH IN M’KINLEY’S CABINET NOW 
AN OPEN SECRET. | 


‘Consideration for the President Alone 


Prevents More Pronounced Hostil- 
ities—War Secretary Declares He 
Will Not Resign—Opinion That the 
River and Harbor Bill Is in Jeop- 
ardy Owing to Nicaraguan Canal 
Project. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24. 
For weeks there have been whispers of 


"*Gissensions in President McKinley’s Cab- 


inet. They center, 
Hostility of course, about Sec- 

Gage and Alger. posed they grew out 
of the general dissat- 

faction throughout the country with his 
course during and since the war. It is now 
admitted, however, that there is a positive 


_ anti-Alger faction in the Cabinet itself. 


It would be unfair to the President, as 
well as to the two Cabinet officers, to say 
there has been any open hostility between 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the Sec- 
rtary of War. But their relations are ex- 
ceedingly strained, and the matter is now 
an open secret. 

In conversation with intimate friends Sec- 


retary Alger has repeatedly referred to the 


Secretary of the Treasury as an enemy, 
and now the friends of the Secretary of 
War do not hesitate to say that Mr.. Gage 
has repeatedly set afloat stories of General 
Alger’s prospective resignation, with the 
express purpose of forcing him out of the 
Cabinet. If a rupture is avoided it will be 
because of the courtesy and tact of Secre- 
tary Gage, who, so far as can be learned, 
has endured in silence the innuendoes of the 
and disappointed Secretary of 
ar. 

That the two Cabinet officers remain os- 
tensible friends is doubtless due to their 
mutual respect for President McKinley, but 
their friends have taken up the cudgels in 
their behalf, and the situation has reached 
a stage where newspaper publicity is in- 
evitable. Secretary Gage’s clean record in 
the bond issue and Secretary Alger’s un- 
pleasant conduct of the War department 
leave little doubt of the President's decis- 
ion if he should feel forced to part with one 
of the two members of his Cabinet. Secre- 
tary Alger has go frequently accused the 
Secretary of the Treasury of starting un- 
pleasant rumors that it may be proper to 
say this paragraph was written without 
consultation with Secretary Gage or Sec- 
retary Alger, and without the knowledge of 
either. 

*““T expect to issue a statement to the peo- 
ple of Illinois about the Kohlsaat case,”’ 
said Senator Mason, “ but it may not be 
for several days.

Tepic, the seaport for Guadalajara, at which 
the Pacific coast division of the Spanish 
expeditionary forces was stationed. In con- 
nection with a number of other documents 
which accompany it and which are in the 
possession of the person who holds the above 
document, it discloses the following facts: 

In 1789, pursuant to an order from Gen- 
eral Don Antonio Villa Urrutia, a detach- 
ment of the First Company of Catalonian 
Volunteers was sent from Guadalajara to 
Nootka Sound, under command of Don Pedro 
Alberni. References in. the accompanying 
documents indicate a previous expedition 
having been sent to the same point, but 
having returned with somewhat disastrous 
results. After various characteristic Span- 
ish delays, the expedition left San Blas, on 
the Mexican coast, in the latter part of 
March, 1790, and landed in Nootka on July 
5, 1790, where Alberni opened his sealed 
orders and found himself appointed Gov- 
ernor of the ‘ Castilla de Nootka.’’ The 
troops appear to have remained until 1792, 
when a portion of them, under their com- 
mander, returned to Mexico, arriving about 
Jan. 1, 1793. 

It was upon this arrival that Alberni draft- 
ed the above report and transmitted it to 
the commandant at Tepic. In the report he 
states that he left a guard of eighteen sol- 
diers with some non-commissioned officers 
at Nootka. This statement puts beyond the 
range of dispute the fact that Spain actually 
held territorial control of Vancouver Is- 
land prior to the time when Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie arrived at latitude 53 degrees and 
21 seconds.—Seattle Post-Intelligencer.

NEWSPAPER FIGHT AT MADISON. 


Wisconsin, Legislative Assembly Has 
a Warm Session Over an Official 
State Paper. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—After 
a week of the hardest work of the session 
so far both Houses of the Legislature ad- 
journed today until 8:30 o'clock on Monday 
morning. In the Assembly the Thomas bill, 
making the Evening Wisconsin the State 
official paper, was ordered to a third reading, 
an effort to pass it under suspension of the 
rules failing by a small margin. The meas- 
ure will doubtless pass the Assembly, but 
**Hod”’ A. Taylor, principal stockholder of 
the ‘Wisconsin State Journal, the present 
offictal State paper, may be able to have it 
killed in the Senate. 

A feature of today's fight was the vote for 
the State Journal by ‘ Anti-Pass’”’ A. R. 
Hall and G. E. Bryant, both of whom Taylor 
has frequefitly most bitterly attacked be- 
cause of their aggressiveness as leaders of 
the La Follette element. 

In the Senate the Committee on Education 
recommended an increase of $3,500 a year in 
the appropriation for the State Free Library 
commission, making the total appropriation 
$7,500 a year. It also recommended the ap- 
pointment of an additional clerk in the State 
Superintendent's office, and that the travel- 
ing expenses of the Assistant Superintendent 
and library clerk be paid by the State. 

The bill placing the State on the same basis 

as other creditors in cases of bank failures 
was favorably reported. The State is nowa 
preferred creditor, and as such has saved 
about $300,000 in the last six years. 
+ Both Houses unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution requesting the State Congressional 
delegation to labor to have one of the new 
armored cruisers named Milwaukee. 


HEARS A PLOT TO ROB A BANK. 


Seedy Stranger at Fort Dodge Reveals 
Plan to Blow Up First Na- 
tional Bank. 


Fort Dodge, Ia., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Last 
Saturday morning 8. T. Meservey, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Fort 
Dodge, was interviewed at his home by a 
seedy-looking stranger, who, with much agi- 
tation, told him a secret that he had over- 
heard through falling in with a group of 
strangers at one of the local saloons. 

He said his name was Bose and his home 
Oshkosh, Wis. He came here recently, 
and while in®one of.the saloons overheard 
a plot unfolded for the cracking of the First 
National Bank safe. 

The plan was to bring the affair off on 
Monday or Tuesday night. The police force, 
which ordinarily consists of two night men, 
in the vicinity of the bank was to be over- 
powered and guards then placed in the ap- 
proaching streets, which were to be guard- 
ed with Winchesters. An entrance was then 
to be made into the barber shop beneath 
the bank and the vault was to be blown open 
from below with dynamite. Everything 
was worked out and nothing was to be left 
to chance. Mr. Meservey immediately in- 
formed the Chief of Police, and a heavy 
patrol is being observed every night. The 
preparations by the police ave evidently 
deterred the robbers, and no attempt has yet 
been made, although the police are still ex- 
ercising unusual vigilance. No arrests have 


been made. 


KANSAS WOMEN DEFEAT BILL. 


Wives, of Legislators Encompass Down- 
fall of Paris Display Because of 
a Fair Office-Seeker. 


Topeka, Kas., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The bill 
appropriating $50,000 for a Kansas exhibit 
at the Paris exposition has been defeated 
in the Legislature by a vote of 56 to 53, and 
all, it is alleged, because of the jealousies 
aroused by one woman. 

Early in the present session a woman 
registered at one of the leading hotels, her 
object, it is said, being to secure one of the 
commissionerships, the bill carrying the pro- 
vision that one of the commissioners must 
be a woman, 

She was a handsome woman and her lob- 
bying was of so personal an order that the 
wives of the legislators banded together 
and beleaguered their husbands until they 
encompassed the defeat of the bill. Be- 
fore the fair lobbyist arrived: on the scene 
eighty-five members had pledged themselves 
to votegor the bill.

Speech in the House by Indiana Re- | 


publican Remarkable for Viru- 
lence—Charges the Chief Executive 
with Inconsistency'and Various Im- 
proprieties in His Colonial Policy 
and Says He Is Favoring a Ring of 
Capitalists Who Aided His Election. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—During the 
general debate on the army appropriation 
bill in the House today Mr. Johnson [Rep., 
Ind.], who made several notable speeches 
Violently attacking the policy of the admin- 
istration during the consideration of the 
army reorganization bill a fortnight ago, 
returned to the assault and delivered against 
the President and some of his advisers the 
most scathing philippic heard in the House 
for months. 

He sneered at the President and the influ- 
ences which he alleged controlled him, im- 
pugned his motives, questioned his sincerity, 
and likened him to Pecksniff, one of Dickens’ 
most contemptible characters. He charged 
the Secretary of War with incompetency 
and predicted that the President would in 
the end be engulfed by adverse public senti- 
ment. 

.«Mr. Landis, one of his Republican col- 


ae - leagues from Indiana, briefly stated to the 


House that Mr. Johnson’s constituents had 
repudiated him, and the two members hada 
wordy duel. Later in the day Mr. Marsh 
{Rep., Ill.] replied to some of Mr. John- 
eon's strictures, but the Republican leaders 
as a whole had evidently decided to ignore 
the attacks of the Indianiam and no general 
reply was made to his speech todey. 

The army appropriation bill today was 
lost sight of in the genera! discussion of the 
policy of the government relative to the 
Philippines, and several notable speeches 
Were made, particularly that of Mr. Settle 
{[Dem., Ky.]. The general debate on the bill 
_ elosed today and tomorrow the bill will be 
taken up for amendment under the five- 


minute rule. 


Johnson’s Attack on McKinley. 

When Mr. Johnson arose for his remarks 
he at once attracted the attention of the 
llouse. ‘‘A few evenings ago,” he began, 
“the Home Market club of Boston gave a 
banquet, at which the President was the 
principal guest. From the newspaper ac- 
counts of the affair it was an exceedingly 
elaborate one, the table at which the Chief 
Executive sat in particular being loaded 
down with rare and fragrant flowers. 
Sweetest music lent its charms to the oc- 
casion, an ode to the President was sung 
by the banqueters to the tune of ‘ Amer- 
ica,’ and a vast concourse of people looked 
down from the galleries on the festal board. 

“ The Secretary of War wasin attendance, 
he whoa the Boston populace had hissed on . 
the street a few hours before, ere they turned 
to greet with rapturous applause the chief 
who had bestowed on him his official char- 
acter. We can hardly blame them, though, 
for this, Mr.. Chairman, for they were only 
‘following the precedent set them by some 
of the leading Republican newspapers of 
the country, which for months past have 
been fiercely attacking the Secretary, and 
yet have lacked the courage to lay their ax 
to the root of the evil and censure the gen- 
tleman who, to reward him for his political 
services and disbursements in the campaign 
of 1896, appointed him to his present position 
and has maintained him there ever since, 
notwithstanding his incompetency and 
against the righteous complaints that have 
been made against him. 

“When the Chief Magistrate had ceased 
speaking another member of his official 
family, the gentleman who presides over 
the Postoffice department, arose in his place 
and proceeded to load his chief down with 
a eulogy so fulsome and extravagant, so ab- 
solutely given over to hyperbole, that no in- 
dividual not wholly eaten up with vanity. 
could possibly have endured it without 
nausea and disgust. 

he newspapers further inform us that 
among the other decorations there were sus- 
pended over the entrance to the banquet 
hali three portraits—one of Washington, one 
of Lincoln, and one of the President himself 
and that beneath these was the word 
*Liberators.’ Now, George Washington 
fought with his sword for eight long and 
bloody years to establish the right of a 
people to govern themstlves, and in his fare- 
well address he counseled his countrymen 
to live on terms of amity with all nations 
and to enter into entangling alliances with 

“Abraham Lincoln’s whole political life 
Was a contention for the rights of man, and 
it was his kindly hand which penned the im- 
mortal emancipation proclamation. that 
struck the shackles from the limbs of mil- 
lions of bondsmen. One would think, sir, 
that the gentleman who was just then en- 
gaged in the prosecution of a bloody war 
against a poor and defenseless people in the 
Orient—engaged in the unsavory task of 
Christianizing them with the sword and 
civilizing them at the mouths of cannon— 
would naturally have felt some little embar- 
rassment as he gazed on these portraits 
and read the significant inscription below. 

His Excellencey declared upon this occa- 
sion—if not in so many words, at least in 
effect—that he had never entertained any 

policy with respect to the Philippines up to 
the: time the treaty of peace was ratified, 

but"that he had simply held them as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the questions as to their 

isposition and control to be determined 
thereaftor by Congress. 


Aggressive Policy Developed. 

“Mr. Chairman: I am determined that the 
President shall neither, befog the issue: be- 
tween himself and those of the Republican 
pariy who oppose his Philippine policy nor 
mislead the public judgment, nor shirk the 
responsibility for the gross official blunders 
which he has committed in connection with 
this great problem. I insist that the whole 
policy is not simply an error, but that it is 
@ crime, and that the Chief Executive of 
this nation is the one who has precipitated 
on us the embarrassments and the difficul- 
ties by which we are now confronted. I 
insist that he did not simply hold the Philip- 
pines as’ Commander-in-Chief, leaving the 
question of the disposition and contro!) of 
them to Congress. but that he formulated 
and put ‘into execution an affirmative and 
aggressive policy, that of their permanent 
annexation to this country, and forced it 
through the Senate with all the power and 
influence which his high office enabled him 
to employ. 

“The President’s first impression was to 

demand of the Filipinos simply a coaling 
Station, a measure amply sufficient for all 
of our legitimate purposes, and the evacua- 
tion of the island by Spain -without a com- 
pensation by the taxpayers of the United 
States. Had he adhered to this, however, all 
would have been well. The whole union 
would have followed him cheerfully, and to- 
day we would have been at peace with the 
Philippine republic; our army and navy, 
which is now waging war against our former 
friends and allies, would have been disband- 
ed. No army bill for a standing army of 
100,000 men would have been pending, and 
we could now be getting ready to reduce 
instead of getting ready to greatly increase 
the burden of our taxation. 

“ But the President committed a fatal er- 
ror. He wrote into that treaty the abso- 
lute transfer of Spanish sovereignty over the 
Philippines to ourselves and the payment 
of $20,000,000 as a consideration for the ces- 
sion. Then he issued to the people of the 
Philippines that proclamation in which he 
informed them that the United States had 
succeeded to the title of Spain, declared that 
the government and control of their terri- 
tory belonged to us, ordered them to pay 
their taxes to the military government 
which he established over them, and blandly 
made known to them that our mission in 
their midst was one of ‘ benevolent assim- 
lation.” 

“ The President drove the treaty through 
the Senate by the unlimited exercise of all 
those powers and influences which the great 
office ‘he holds makes possible. : 


Brings in Dewey. 

“Mr. Chairman, why did the President 
change his original intention @s to the terms 
to be incorporated into the treaty? What 
were the influences that brought the change 
about? We have beet told further that the 
President yielded up his first Dilush impres- 
sions at the tmportunity of Admiral Dewey, 
who urged that the Philippines shouid.be re- 
tained. Mr. Chairman, the Chief Executive 
screen himself behind the gold lace 
of the hero of Manila. No one can honor 
more profoundly than I do the officers of 
our regular army and navy, but their pre- 
dilections are naturaHy forarms. They have 

ef course, the prejudices

preferences of their cailing. We cannot 
blame them for desiring to magnify the size 
and importance of the army and navy, for 
advocating expansion, and taking on of a 
colonial policy. 

‘“‘ Again, we have been assured that the 
demand of.our Peace Commissioners at Paris 
to hold the Philippines is what induced the 


J’President to yield. 


Says Capitalists Control Him. 

‘* Mr. Chairman, in my humble opinion, the 
reason for the change in the Presidential 
policy was his concession to the selfish capi- 
talists of the country, his surrender to their 
demands. These are the gentlemen who fur- 
nished the money for his nomination and 
election, and who, I doubt not, have pledged 
him a renomination and a reélection. These 
are the gentlemen who are already seizing 
upon valuable franchises in China, in con- 
nection with the English syndicate, witha 
member of Parliament from Wales at its 
head. These are the gentlemen whom Lord 
Beresford has in mind in his cordial] but not 
wholly disinterested invitation to an alliance 
in China with Britain, Germany, and Japan 
against Russia and France, the old time ene- 
mies of his country and the old time friends 
of ours. 

“These are the gentlemen who arealready 
grasping after special privileges in the Phil- 
ippines, in Cuba, and in Porto Rico. It was, 
1 imagine, for their special benefit that the 
President created his advisory board to the 
War department, composed of three Amer- 
ican citizens, their object being to farm out 
valuable privileges and immunities which 
should belong to the people of those islands 
themselves, and in whose disposition they 
should have a voice, if their government Is to 
be free and their rights maintained. I have 
no fault to find with the spirit of legitimate 
American commerce. My contention is 
against the spirit of American greed which 
cares nothing for the spirit of American 
liberty. . 

‘*And what do these gentlemen propose? 
To amass colossal fottunes in the islands 
by virtue of their franchises and on the 
cheap labor of the native population, not one 
dollar of which will ever find its lodging 
place in the pockets of the American people. 
To enable them to do this, our whole popula- 
tion is to purchase their field of operations 
for them in the Philippines for-the round 
sum of $20,000,000, and is to be taxed fora 
great army and navy.”

TWICE DECLARED TO BE DEAD. 


Judge Johnson of Milwaukee Hands 
Down a Decision in the Julius 
Luebke Case. 


‘Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—For 
the second time within a year Julius Luebke 
has been pronounced.-legally dead, and he is 
dead so far as the State of Wisconsin is con- 


_cerned in his property, although he may be 
‘alive. - If he should. appear.in Milwaukee to- 


morrow he .would still be dead, though by 
certain legal proceedings he could be re- 
stored to mortality again. 

Judge Johnson is the man who this time 
discovered that Luebke was dead, and asa 
result there is $38,000, with interest, that 
must be paid to the Wisconsin Trust com- 
pany by the Wisconsin Marine and Fire In- 
surance Company Bank. Judge Mann, in 
the Prebate Court, held that LuebkKe was 
dead, but the banking company did not think 
the evidence was strong enough and wanted 
two persons to say it was so before they 
would believe it. 

Julius Luebke was a traveling man well 
known throughout the Northwest. On Jan. 
31, 1891, he deposited $38,000 in the Wiscon- 
sin Fire and Marine Insurance Company 
Bank. One day the following spring he 
started out on his trip.. He was heard from 
in Colorado, where he bought a ticket from 
Denver to some little town. 

Just at this point all trace of him was 
lost. Nothing farther was ever heard from 
him, though the most diligent se possi- 
ble was made to find him. 

The Wisconsin Trust company was ap- 
pointed administrator of his estate Jan. 11 
last, the Probate Court declaring him dead. 
The bank would not pay the money untila 
higher court had confirmed the decree, and 
now for a second time he has been declared 


dead.

‘CANAL BILL 


IS CARRIED. 


SENATE ATTACHES IT TO THE RIVER 
AND HARBOR MEASURE, 


Only Three Votes Cast in Opposition; 


and These by Western Men, Petti- 
grew, Teller, and Rawlins—Vigor- 
ous Attacks on Nicaraguan Propve- 
sition—Amendment Secured Pro- 
viding for Full Government Owner- 
ship—House Rejection Predicted. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—After a ses- 
sion of nearly eight hours today the Senate 
this evening at 6:30 o’clock passed the river

The state- 
ment was made that the measure would 
never see the light of day in the House and 
that the canal would not be built under the 
proposition inserted in the bill. | 

Full Government Ownership. 

During the discussion of the bill Mr. 
Spooner offered this amendment: “ That 
if the President shall be unable to secure 
from the governments of Nicaragua and 


Costa Rica such concessions as will enable 


the United States to build and perpetually 
own and control said canal the President 
is authorized to negotiate for a control of 
or a right to construct, maintain, and per- 
petually control some other canal connect- 
ing the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, and the 
President is required to negotiate for the 
abrogation or modification of any and all 
treaty obligations, if any such exist, as 
shall in any wise interfere with the con- 
struction, ownership, and perpetual con- 
trol of any such canal.’’ 

Mr. Frye, in charge of the bill, accepted 
the amendment and it was agreed to. 

Mr. Pettigrew said he had no idea the 
canal would be built under this amendment. 
He maintained that $115,000,000 would not 
pay for its construction, nor in his opinion 
would $215,000,000 build it. The canal must 
either be made neutral absolutely and un- 
fortified or we must fortify it at an expense 
of hundreds of millions. 

In the course of his argument Mr. Petti- 
grew declared that the loan of the money 
which “ this canal of doubtful expediency ” 
would cost, could be constructed a trans- 


.continental railroad, owned by the govern- 


ment, which would confer a greater benefit 
on the people than any such canal as was 
roposed. 


Mr. Frye, in charge of the bill, offered as. 


an amendment to the bill a codification of 
laws relating to river and harbor improve- 
ments and it was agreed to without being 
read and without division. 

Thinks House Will Kill It. 

Mr. Pettigrew sarcastically remarked that 
he would not object, as it simply added to 
the monstrosities of the measure. He was 
satisfied the House would never let the bill 
see daylight. ‘ 

Mr. Teller [Silver Rep., Colo.] made a vig- 
orous argument against the bill, adverting 
particularly to the Nicaraguan Canal feat- 
ure. He denounced the canal plan, declaring 
that it was based on no intelligent informa- 
tion and investigation. No living man, he 
said, could say what the canal would cost. 
It might cost three hundred or four hundred 
millions. He declared that Congress was 
** going it blind "’ in putting the canal project 
on the river and harbor bill and hurrying it 
through in such fashion. 

An amendment was agreed to appropriat- 
ing $50,000 for the construction of a levee 
on the west bank of the Mississippi River at 
the mouth of the Iowa. 

An amendment was also agreed to appro- 
priating $50,000 for the construction of a 
levee in the Mississippi River from the bluff 
above Fort Madison, Ia., to the mouth of 
Skunk River. 

An amendment was agreed to placing the 
project at Everett, Wash., under the contin- 
uing contract system, the limit of cost being 
fixed at $342,000. 

Arid Land Scheme Suggested. 

Reverting to the amendment providing for 
the d¢onstruction of reservoirs at the head- 
waters of the Missouri River and appro- 
priating $50,000 for three reservoirs in Wy- 
oming. Mr. Frye, in charge of the bill, asked 
that the amendment be passed on. He was 
not himself in favor of the amendment, he 
announced, The amendment was discussed 
at length, Mr. Spooner [Wis.] doubt- 
ing the advisability of the amendment, and 
saying that it had every appearance of bein 
the entering wedge of an elaborate system 
of irrigation of arid lands, which, if carried 
into effect, would cost The government hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

Mr. Warren [Wyo.}, Mr. Clark [Wyo.}, 
Mr. Allen [Neb.], Mr. Foraker [O.], and Mr. 
Gallinger [N. H.] addressed the Senate in 
favor of the amendment. 

The amendment proposed by the commit- 
tee was adopted without division. 

After some minor amendments the meas- 
ure was passed, 50 to 3. 

Messrs. Pettigrew, Rawlins, and Teller 
voted against the bill. 

Compromise Army Bill Reported. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
reported the compromise army reorganiza- 
tion bill just before adgournment of the 
Senate at 6:30, The bill had been framed 
at the War department by the officials of 
that department and a number of Senators, 
and was under consideration by the Senate 
committee and its subcommittee during the 

The ers in many details from the 
one read in the House today by Mr. Hull, 
but the general framework is the same. In 
the new bill one section covers the entire 
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shall not exceed one fo every 12,000 enlisted 
men; provided, that regular army officers 
continued or appointed as general officers 
or as field or staff officers of volunteers 
under the provisions of this act shail not 
vacate their regular army commissions; and 
provided further, that no general officers 
appointed under the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be continued in service as such 
beyond July 1, 1901." __ 

Section 1 provides that the regular army 
“shall consist of three Major Generals, six 
Brigadier Generals, ten regiments of caval- 
ry, seven regiments of artillery, twenty-five 
regiments of infantry. In the cavalry or- 
ganization each regiment consists of twelve 
troops, organized into three squadrons of 
four troops each. The artillery regiments 
are fixed at fourteen batteries, of which two 
may be organized as field artillery. 

Two veterinarians are allowed to each 
regiment of cavalry. In the case of the 
artillery the number of privates in a battery 
of heavy artillery is fixed at a ‘‘ minimum of 
fifty-two,’’ and of light artillery at ‘‘ a min- 
imum of fifty-one.’ The same word is used 
in fixing the strength of the infantry regi- 
ments, giving each infantry company “a 
minimum of forty-eight privates.” 

The infantry regiments are fixed at twelve 
companies, organized into the three bat- 
talion formation. 

The Adjutant General’s and _ Inspector 
General’s departments are to consist of the 
nymber of officers new in these departments 
respectively, with a provision that Captains 
of the line who have shown marked aptitude 
in the command of troops shall be entitled to 
compete for staff appointments. 


Cadet Amendment Retained. 


The Senate amendment to the Hull-Haw- 
ley bill, increasing the number of cadets to 
the extent of 100, is retained. 

The Judge Advocate’s, Quartermaster’s, 
subsistence, medical, pay, ordnance, engi- 
neering, and signal corps departments shall 
consist of the officers and enlisted men now 
provided by law. A proviso makes the bat- 
talion of engineers a part of the line, and 
allows retired officers to be assigned to 
active command. 

The present chief of the record and pen- 
sions office is made a Brigadier General, the 
subsequent chief to be Colonel. 

The provision of law authorizing the as- 
signment of officers of the Quartermaster’s 
and subsistence departments with increased 
rank, and the continuance in service of cer- 
tain volunteer officers of those departments 
for a period of one year is repealed. 

Provision is made that no person other 
than an officer of the regular army who has 
passed the age of 45 years shall be appointed 
as a field officer in the volunteer force, nor 
as a company or staff officer therein, if he 
be past the age of 35 years; neither shall any 
person not a regular army officer be so ap- 
pointed until he shall have demonstrated his 
moral, physical, and professional fitness for 
the grade in which he is to be commissioned 
to the satisfaction of am examining board; 
provided, that the field officers of the force 
herein authorized be appointed from officers 
of the regular army or from persons who 
served as officers of volunteers in the war 
with Spain. , 

The President is authorized to continue in 
service, or appoint, volunteer staff officers 
as follows: Nine assistant Adjutants Gen- 
eral, nine assistant Inspectors General, five 
Judge Advocates, thirty Quartermasters 
and forty assistant Quartermasters, six 
commissaries of subsistence and twelve as- 
sistant commissaries, thirty-four surgeons, 
thirty additional paymasters, and thirty-one 


signal officers. These volunteer staff offi- 


cers are given various rank from Colonel to 
Second Lieutenant. 4 

As soom as practicable the officers and 
men of the volunteer army not authorized in 
the bill shall be mustered out, provided that 
enlisted men of volunteers «may be trans- 
ferred to and enlisted in such of the new or- 
ganizations as may be below the maximum 
authorized strength. Provision is made 


that the act is not to be construed to cause 


the discharge of amy commissioned officer 
now in the service. 

The Hull-Hawley bill was recommitted to 
the committee.

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FAMINE IN EGGS IS GENERAL. 


Corner in Pittsburg, and at Other Points 
Cold Weather Sends Prices 

Sky High. 


ittsburg, Pa., Feb. 24.—[Special.]J—H. D. 
of Philo, Muskingum County, O., 
came to Pittsburg last week and quietly 
bought up all the eggs in the market. He 
visited the commission houses and large 
groceries and succeeded in getting practical 
control of the egg supply. He paid 21 and 22 
cents per dozen, and had accomplished the 
whole task before the commission merchants 
became suspicious. 

Now the price of eggs is up to 35 cents 
per dozen and going higher. Mr. Miller says 
he is selling from his stock of 30,000 we 
eggs at prices almost double what he pai 
for them. : 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 24.—The egg famine 
has reached this city, and the retail price 
today reached 50 cents per dozen. Many 
grocers wete unable to obtain even a small 
supply, and would-be purchasers in many 
cases were unable to get their orders filled. 
At some of the restaurants eggs have been 
erased from the bill of fare. Commission 
dealers express the belief that there would 
be no adequate supply for a week or ten 
days at least. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24.—An egg famine 
is on in this city. The retail price today fs 
60 cents and the wholesalers are holding at 
5S cents. The retailers hesitate to meet 
this price and are hopeful that shipments 
from southern Indiana will soon bring the 
price down. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Con- 
cerning the report that a corner on eggs has 
been secured. by certain packers, B. Scher- 
merhorn, one of Iowa's largest packers, said 
today that the advance in price was due alone 
to the cold weather. Hens had had their 
feet and combs frozen off during the cold 
snap and could not be expected to lay under 
such conditions. Buyers for commission- 
houses in this city indorsed thisstatement. 

Eges have sold on the retail market here 
for the iast two days for from 40 to 50 cents. 
Wholesale prices have been 32 to 35 cents. 
The supply tonight is practically depleted, 


with no more in sight.

Never in the history of the country was 
there so much money to loan as now, and 
never before were the rates of interest so 
low. The foregoing table gives the rates at 
which money is offered to borrowers in the 
principal financial centers of the United 
States on sums between $5,000 and $20,000 
and from $20,000 to $50,000, as reported by 
correspondents for THE TRIBUNE. Such 
loans are offered on the customary margin 
of security. No loan at a rate lower than 
that made on the Stewart property, State 
and Washington streets—$140,000 at 3% per 
cent, with prepayment leges—is report- 
ed by any correspondent. That figure seems 
to be the bottom notch in real estate loans 
up to the present time. All the reports are 

on ample margins of security on what 
is known as “ good income property.”’ For 
al other classes of property and with a 
smaller margin of security of course higher 
rates are paid at all points. ’ 

The situation which has puzzled capitalists 
in Chicago for many months in finding ways 
to invest their funds at satisfactory rates, 
with a safe margin of security, has not con- 
fined itself to any section of the union. Even 
farm loans, which during the period of de- 
pression im agriculture went begging at 
comparatively high rates, are now offered 
by a leading farm morfgage company at 4% 
per cent net, showing a rate to the borrower 
of 5 per cent. 

From the plenitude of money to loam on 
real estate te a time when capital will seek 


real estate investments is but a step. The 
one is the certain outcome of the other. The 
only question is how so6n i the change 


come? Chicago real estate men, who have 
been patiently watching fir the change, he- 
lieve they see infallible signs of it just now 
with the larger number of inquiries being 
made. However, realty is following so 
closely its course after the panic of 1873 
that the men who weathered that awful 
period are not as hopeful of an immediate 
imyprovement as the newcomers in the field. 
These old-timers predict that it will be some 
time yet before the flood of speculation now 
running so high in- many lines of trade will 
reach real estate, but ft is bound to embrace 
realty before it subsides, and already its in- 
fluence is being felt to some extent. 

Reports of the loan markets of the country 
show that real estate is about the same in 
all the large commercial and industrial cen- 
ters, whose future js assured. Chicago is in 
about the same condition as the other cities 
of the union.

Prevailing Rate on Five-Year Mortgages 
for Sums Over $5,000 Is 4 Per Cent—Own- 
er of Mortgages Pays No Taxes on Them. 
New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The pre- 
vailing rate of interest on real estate mort- 
gages for five yearS in sums ranging from 
$5,000 to $20,000 and from $20,000 to $50,000 
is 4 per cent in Manhattan and 5 per cent in 
Brooklyn. The money market is easy and 
money plenty. The owner of mortgages 
@oes. not pay taxes’on them, The lowest. 
Yate ever made on real estate loans was 3% 

per cent. 


Money Plentiful in Boston. 


Ruling Rate of Interest in Massachu- 


setts Is 5 Per Cent, but a Rate as Low as 
4% Is Made in Some Instances on Excep- 
tionally Good Security. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 
ruling rate of interest on realestate mort- 
gages in Massachusetts for five years is 5 
per cent. With exceptionally good security 


4% per cent is accepted. In some instances | 


it le 6 per cent. The money market is good, 
there is plenty to be had on all kinds of real 
property, and the terms are extremely mod 
erate. In Massachusetts the owner of a 
mortgage pays no taxes on it. There is 
no record of the lowest rate ever made on 
@ real estate loan. 


Situation at Washington, D. C. 
Morisy Market Is Hasy and Capitalists 
Complain of the Rapidity with Which 
Heavy Loans Are Being Canceled—Mort- 
gages Not Taxed. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]— 
On good real estate mortgages the rate of 
interest in Washington now. is from 4 to 5 
per cent, with the average easy at 4% per 
cent. Four per cent is about the lowest 
legitimate rate on real estate security. Nomi- 
mal rates less than that have been made, 
but they are invariably special figures to 
facilitate trades and are offset by prices of 
the property involved. The money market 
is remarkably easy, and bankers and capi- 
talists complain of the rapidity with which 
heavy loans are being canceled. There is 
no taxation on mortgages here. 


Cincinnati Rates Never Lower.

SMALLPOX RIFE IN INDIANA. 
State Board of Health Reports the 


Scourge Existing in Eight Differ- 
ent Counties. 


The Indiana State Board of Health has 
sent out the following notice to local boards 
and health officers throughout that State: 

®@malipox is spreading throughout the world to 
an extent not equaled since 1898. The disease now 
exists in eight counties in Indiana, and thefe are 
many centers of infection. There are also prob- 
ably many concealed and unrecognized cases. No 
county can reasonably expect to remain free 
from this loathsome disease, as vaccination has 
been greatly neglected for a decade or more, and 
vaccination is our only sure protection. The 
State board therefore recommends vaccination 
and revaccination. Health officers wil) publish 
this recommendation and add their own advice to 


the same effect. 
 -—In case smallpox appears, isolation, quarantine, 
and vaccination of the afflicted and exposed must 
immediately follow. Guards must be employed to 
maintain quarantine, and in outside cities and in- 
eorporated towns the township trustee must fur- 
nigh needed supplies. Domiciliary quarantine 
should not be depended upon in cities and towns.

An Epic of Whale Kitlitig. 
“The Cruise of the Cachalot:: Round the 
World After Sperm Whales.” By Frank ; 
T. Bullen, First Mate. Illustrated. D. 
Appleton & Co. 

NY one with a love for the deep sea 
and its mysteries will not wonder that 
Rudyard Kipling has written to Mr. 
Bullen a letter of enthusiastic praise 

_ regarding ‘‘ The Cruise of the Cacha- 
lot.” The book has its blemishes of gram- 
mar and its undoubted touches. of over- 
drawn fiction in some of the adventures, but 
the fact remains that it is a simple and 
convincing portrayal of life at sea such as 
is not matched once in a decade. In its 
nature it is similar to Dana’s Two Years 
Before the Mast,”’ but it is far more graphic 
and entertaining. It has less unity of plot 
than Kipling’s ‘‘ Captains Courageous,” but 
it has even more of the deep sea w 
and mystery. 

The book purports to be the narrative of 
a voyage eround the world in a New Bed- 
ford whaler twenty-two years ago, when 
the whaling industry still almost in its 
prime. It gradually dawns upon the reader, 
however, that this is far too brilliant a 
series of experiences to have been crowded 
even into a three years’ voyage. either 
dees Mr. Bullen prove to be the first mate 
of the Cachalot, thotgh by a doublé tragedy 
on board he does rise from ordinary seaman 
to fourth mate. ' 

It is evident that the author has crammed 
into this volume the é@xperiences and ob- 
servations of over a quarter of a century at 
sea, but so skillfully has he done it that 
et away from the 
spell of realism that makes the book seem 
a true narrative. And a true narrative it 
essentially is, while at the same time it Is 
a veritable epic of whale catching, with 
some great scenes described in the simple 
It is not strange 
that Kipling should exclaim in admiration: 
“You have thrown away enough material 
to make five books.’’ 

Tt has pleased this British author to rep- 
resent the Yankee Captain of the Cachalot 
as a martinet and bully of the first water, 
and numerous realisti¢ episodes of “ man- 
handling” punctuate the pursujt of the 
gigantic sperm whale. Ifa sailor is gullty 
of stealing a thandful of potatoes from the 
ship's stores he is suspended by the thumbs 
and flogged until he faints, after which he 
is revived in the orthodox style—by pouring 
salt water on his flayed back. If the seco 
mate allows a whale to escape he is m 

to fee] the official displeasure until he be- 
comes “sick and tired of being himself.’’ 
If the sailors get drunk and blackguard the 
negro fourth mate, that Goliath promptly 
smashes their heads together, and then he 
in turn falls under the Captain’s frown. 

The climax of all this comes one fine even- 
ing when Goliath, having broodéed over his 
wrongs until he is half insane, clasps the 
bullying Captain in his great arms and falls 
over the bulwarks into the depths, disap- 
pearing forever with his persecutor. 

But these things have been written in other 
sea books. The real value of Mr. Bullen’s 
natrative is in his vivid and complete de- 
scriptions of the now half-forgotten proc- | 
esfes and dangers of killing sperm whales 
and his remarkable portrayals of the séa 
itself in all its most striking or wotiderfu! 
moods. Thé cachalot, or sperm whale; its 
the greatest of the ocean monsters, with a’ 
mouth as widé as a church door and 4 throat 
which the Gevout author insists could admit 
of the passage of several Jonahs at ontcé. 
He takes especial satisfaction in scorning 
the “higher critics ’’ who have likened all 
whales to the bowhead, which cannot swal- 
low anything much larger than a herring. 
Mr. Bullen several timés mentions the fact 
that eachalot in dying volded from its 
stomach undigested pteres of an octopus 
each several feet in diameter. He does not 
believe in the sea serpent, but he dwells 
with awe upon the marvelots size of some. 
specimens of the octopus. One of the scenes 
in. his book Gescribes a fiercé battle between 
a whale and an octopus, which he claims to 
have seen from the deck of his vessel. 

With all his simplicity and terseness, Mr. 
Bullen is occasionally guilty of the sin of 
fine writing, but nobody can deny that the 
goid of “ deep sea mystery ”’ is found in this 
sort of ore in paying quantities. Take, for 
instance, this description of an _ electric 
storm in the’/Mozambique Channel: 

Slowly and solemnly the intruding gloom over- 
spread the swéet splendor of thé shining sky, 
creeping like a death-shadow over a dear face, and 
making thé most talkative feel strangely quiet 
and ill at ease. As the pall of thick darkness 
biotted out the cool light it s®emed to descend 
until at last wé were completely over-canopied by 
a @ome of veivety black, seemingly low enough to 
touch the mastheads. A belated seabird's shrill 
scream nt emphasized the deep silence which lent 
itsélf befittingly to the solemnity of nature. Pres- 
éntly thin suggestions of light, variously tinted, 
began to thread the inky mass. These grew bright- 
er and more vivid, until at last, tn fantastic con- 
tortions, they appeared to rend the swart concay>; 
asunder, revealing through the jagged clefts a 
lurid waste of thé most intensely glowing fire. 
The coming and going of these amazing bright- 
nesses, combined with the Ecyptian dark between, 
was completely blinding. So loaded was the stil! 
air with electricity that from every point aloft 
pale flames streamed uptrard, giving the ship the 
appearance of a huge candelabrum with innumer- 
able branchés, One of the hands, who had been 
orderei aloft on some errand of securing a loose 
end, presented a curious sight. He was bare- 
headed, and from his hair the all-pervading fluid 
arose, lighting up his features, which were ghastly 
beyond description. 

Here is a snap shot of a different kind: 

By the first Streak of dawn three of the whales 
had been stripped of their blubber, and five heads 
were bobbing astern at the ends of. as many haw- 
sers. The sea all around presented a wonderful 
sight. Theré must have been thousands of *harks 
gathered to the feast, and théir incessant incur- 
sions through the phosphorescent water wove a 
dazzling network of brilliant tracks which made 

the eye ache to look upon. 

By nightfall the Whole of our catch was on 
board, excepting such toll as the hungry hordes of 
sharks had levied upon its transit. A goodly 
number of them had paid the penalty of their , 

rapacity with their lives, for often one would 
wiggle his way right up on to the reekihig carcass | 
and, seizing a huge fragment of blubber, strive 
with might and math to tearit away. Then the 
lethal spade would drop upon his soft crown, 
cleaving it to the jaws, and with one flap of his 
big tail he would loose his grip, roll over and over, 
and sink, surrounded by a writhing crowd of his 
fellows, by whom he wae speedily reduced to di- 
gestible fragments. 

This sort of worid-picturé making. when 
continued Without a lapsé into dullnées 
through a good-sized hook, leaves a tre- 
mendous impression, and that is just what 
Mr. Bullen’s volume does. 

Encotinters with whales, small and large, 
fierce and tame, appear ih almost every 
chapter. One of the monsters brings his 
tail down on a boat. smashing it to splinters 
and killing one of the men. Another makes 
such a flegce fight that the Captaih comes 
to the rescue with a bomb gun, a shot from 
which has this instantaneous and astonish- 
ing effect: | 

The sorely wounded monster, with one tremend- 
ous expiration, rolled over and over swift as 
thought .towurd his aggressor, literally burying 
the t beneath fis vast bulk. Now, one would 
have thought surely, upon seeing this, that none 
of that boat’s crew would ever be seen again. 
Nevertheless, strange as it may appear, out of 
that seething lather of foam all six heads emerged 
again in an instant, but on the other side of the 

sat créature. ow any of them escaped instant 
violent Geath was, and from thé nature of the 
case must ever remain, an unraveled mystery, for 
the boat was crumbled into innumerable fragments, 
and the 800 fathoms of line, In a perfect maze of 
entanglement, appeared to be wrapped about the 
writhing trunk of the whalé. Happily, there were 
two boats disengaged, $0 that they were able 
promptly to rescue the sufferers from their peri! 
position in thé boiling vortex of foam by which 
they were surrounded. 

One of the men in this boat suhsequentiy ; 
died of internal injuries, and the Captain 
himself was So bruised that his temper grew 
worse than before, imposstble as this may 
seem. But this is only a mild experience 
compafed with the subsequent ohe in which 
Mr. Bullen represents himself as one of the 
occetpants of a shatteréd boat, and as say- :

hand over hand along the harpoon rope until 
he holds to the “iron”

After keeping the party in this uncom- 
fortable position for some hours, with 
numerous sharks showing a disconcerting 
curiosity around their dangling legs, the 
author releases them and sets them to “ cut- 
ting in’ their late antagonist. 

Though one cannot quite accept Mr. 
Bullen’s prefatory assurance that he has 
written only “from actual observation and 
experience, and in no case at second hand, 
it is evident that everything in the volume is 
founded on things seen, though embellished 
in certain cases by a vivid imagination. 
The air of reality that invests the whole book 
would be impossible to one who had not 
spent his life on the sea. The mass of fresh 
and authentic facts is a valuable and perma- 
nent addition to sea lore. ‘“* The Crutse of 
the Cathalot ” ts one of the few books that 
may be warranted to hold spellbound any 
reader with a drop of youthful biood in his 


veins. 


Stories by Levett Yeats. 
“The Heart of Denise, and Other Tales. 
By S. Levett Yeats. Longmans, Green 
& Co. 

The brave. old days “‘ when knighthood 
was in flower” come back to the reader of 
“ The Heart of Denise.” The days of chival- 

- are the natural empire of romance, and 
romance itself is natural to the human heart 
and ideals. 

To the reader of fiction who comes to it 
for refreshment and delight, and not for 
instruction in economics, sociology, or the 
many questions of the day, the story of 
Denise de Mieux, maid of honor to Catherine 
de Medici, in the reign of Charles IX. of 
France, will be welcome. The author of the 
fascinating and brilliant story of ‘ The 
Chevalier @’Auriac’’ knows the main roads 
and bypaths of the sixteenth century well, 
and in his latest essay in romance he catches 
the spirit of the times he portrays. Witha 
few suggestive touches a brilliant, somewhat 
self-willed beauty of the court is sketched 
in Denise, whose flirtations, innocent énough 
upon her part, with the young but unscru- 
pulous Marquis de Clermont, lead to a 
peremptory command on the part of the 
King for her marriage, at three hours’ no- 
tice, to Blaise de Lorgnac, Lieutenant of 
the King’s guard, who has come forward 
and vindicated the honor of Denise in rela- 
tion to the court scandal at the point of his 
sword, and, as her marriage had been de- 
termined upon, claims Denise as his reward. 
M. de Lorgnac is the heroic figure of the 
story, a chivalrous, high-souled, but silent 
and reserved lover, who in the end by his 
knightly devotion and honor wins ghe guer- 
don he deéesires—the heart of Denise. 

The story Which gives the title to the 
book occupies something over a third of the 
volume. The remainder is a collection of 
eight short stories, most of which are some- 
what melodramatic in character, but all 
are brilliantly told, the two most ambitious 
extending to the length of four and three 
chapters respectively. One of these, “ The 
Devil’s Manuscript,’’ incidentally gives Mr. 
Yeats’ point of view in story writing and 
publishing. John Brown, a despicable char- 
acter, but nominaily and in the sight of 
the world an honorable business-man and 
a respectable publisher, is facing the ruin 
of his business, which must bé proclaimed 
to the world the next day. While brooding 
over his misfortunes and coming bankruptcy,

A Pessimistic Chicago Novel. 
“God's Rebel.” By Hulbert Fuller. 
Chicago; Regan Printing House. 


Since Mr. Gladstone by his review of the 
theological tendencies of Mrs. Ward's 
“Robert Elsmere” gave standing to the 
novel with a purpose the number’ of 
treatises on theology, sociology, and phases 
of religious or economic thought in the guise 
of fiction has Increased and multiplied, unti! 
almost every cause or belief has its cham- 
pion in a movelist or romancer. Even the 
latest church controversy in England has 
already found a novelist who has under- 
taken, after the manner of Bellamy, to show 
the progress of ritualism in the futuré, and 
Chicago, not to be behind, whether in fact 
or fiction, has found in Dr. Hulbert Fuller 
a chronicler, in the form of fiction, of tbe 
great labor strike at Pullman, the Bernis 
controversy, and the University of Chicago. 

The title of Dr. Fuller’s story, “‘ God's 
Rebel,’’ is not promising as to originality. 
To adapt a title made famous by somebody 
else is not indicative of the confidence every 
one should have before adventuritig a bark 
of his own on the uncertain seas. Following 
Maarten Moortens’ “ God’s Fool’’ we have 
had “ God's Prisoner,” by another novelist, 
and, as if in hopes of catching a little of the 
breeze that bore God’s Fool’ into har- 
bor, we now have “ God's Rebel” as an 
addition to the list of imitative titles. 

The author of ‘‘God’s Rebel” has at- 
tempted a difficult task, and he cannot he 
said to have succeeded, for reasons that will 
be obvious to the readers of his volume. The 
novelist, or any one else, who seems to take 
it for granted that all the world {s mad or 
foclish naturally labors at somé. disad- 
vantage in inculcating his peculMar views, 
even though disguised as fiction. A thing 
of that kind needs, if not supreme art ana 
genius, at least unusual cleverness and wit 
The fanaticism of the reformer has not 
even the slightest connection with that most 
enduring of all forms of art, the art literary. 

Nevertheless, ‘‘God’s Rebel” is a story 
with a certain interest merély as fiction 
though it manifestly depends upon its thinly 
veiled references to local personages, placés, 
and events for whatéver of success it may 
achieve, The reader will, for instance, 
readly recognize ‘‘ Rockland University ”’ 


as the University of Chicago, President 
Harper as “ President Little,’ Professor 
Bemis as “ Professor ~ Moore,” Professor 


Laughlin as Professor Lawrence.” and the 
Town of Pullman as the ‘“ Wheeling ”’ of the 
story. Other personages and things may 
also be readily recognized, but the refer- 
ences are nearly all so obvious as to make it 
unnecessary to name them to a Chicagoan. 

The opening chapter discloses Mr. and Mrs. 
Potiphar Phillips of Chicago at Morte 
Carlo, and the croupier’s monotonous chant 
of *‘ Rien ne va plus "’ and “ Faites vos jeux, 
messieurs,’’ is prdbably intended by the 
thor as a kind of keynote to the story that 
follows. 

The piot is exceedingly simple in its main 
incidents. The-young Dr. Kenneth Moore, 
son of a wealthy Chicago physician, after 
completing his education abroad, returns to 
Chicago and accepts a subordinate position 
as teacher or professor of étohothics in 
Rockland University at the munificent sal- 
ary of $1,000 a year. AS an aside it might be 
intimated that with the professor's peculiar 
views on economics as explained in this 
stery, the salary was extravagantly high, 
but let that pass. His teachings naturally 
and inevitably soon get him into conftic 
with the university authorities and pretty 
nearly everybody else, and then comes the 
great strike at ‘‘ Wheeling,’’ the loss of his 
professorship, his various shifts and at- | 
tempts at making a livelihood, from editorial | 
writing to selling mophandles, and finally 
his enlistment in despair in the army during 
the recent war, and his death at El Caney. 

Along with this checkered caréer runs e 
love story of considerable interest, but Pro- 
fessor Moore makes as conspicuous a fall- 
ure in love as he did in his professorship.

Sbarp Reactions in Some of the Prom- 
inent Securities and Continued 
Firmness in Others Give the Spec- 
ulative Market the Appearance of 
Irregularity — Bulls Apparently 
Willing to Allow Values to Recedé, 
bat Buy Again at Lower Levels.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Sharp 
reactions in some of those stocks which 
have recently been conspicuously strong 
and continued firmness in others of the 
standard shares gave the general stock 
market today an aspect of irregularity. In 
the Wall street vernacular it was a spotted 
market and its erratic tendencies carried 
little significance. 

In some quarters interests known posi- 
tively to be strongest of bulls were appar- 
ently most willing to see prices recede. 
Many believers in the market worked for a 
reaction, and toward the close of the day 


began again to buy stocks at the lower 
levels. 
Commission-houses, however, continued 


active on the buying side and were fought 
steadily and aggressively by the traders 
among whom bearishness was rampant. Be- 
yond doubt the short interest today was ex- 
tended considerably. ° 

Reactions, however, were by no means 
general. Many stocks made substantial ad- 
vances and many more held their own well. 
The American Steel and Wire shares both 
made gains, influenced by buying of the best 
character. The same interests were active 
in the other steel and iron shares, and those 
stocks enjoyed a steady demand throughout 
the day. ; 

Local securities were also conspicuously 
strong. Consolidated Gas sold at 222 and 
gained between 11 and 12 points net for the 
day. Brooklyn Union Gas gained six points. 
Third Avenue railroad gained between 13 
and 14 points. 

Other shares in which there were firmness 
and strength were Atchison preferred, Tin- 
plate, Metropolitan Street railway, New 
York Air Brake, and the coalers. 

In the bond market there was activity and 
strength and many issues which have not 
hitherto gained much ground were quite 
strcng. Reading generals, Texas Pacific 
seconds, the St. Louis and Southwestern 
issues, and Fort Worth and Rio Grande 
firsts all made Substantial advances.

BROOMCORN GOES_ HIGHER. 


Shortage of the Year’s Crop Enables the 
Growers to Again Advance 
Prices. 


Mattoon, Ill., Feb. 24.—At a meeting of the 
broomcorn buyers of central Illinois, held 
in this city, the price of brush was advanced 
to $150 per ton, an advance of $50 per ton in 
the last four months. These men own the 
brush and their figures will likely prevail. 


The broomcorn trade has its center in 
Chicago, and over half of the product is 
raised in the State of Illinois. The Chicago 
dealers are of the opinion that the raise 
in price is due to the shortage in the crop. 
There is no danger of a broomcorn trust, 
they say. J. P. Gross, one of the largest 
dealers in the city, said last night: 

“The increase in price is greater than is 
stated in the dispatch. During the last 
four months there has been an advance of 
over 100 per cent. The increase of price 
is due to the shortage in the crop. In for- 
mer years the price was so small] that the 
farmers found the crop no longer profitable, 
and as a consequence there has been a de- 
crease of 400 per cent in the crop. I think 
there will be a further advance.” 

Much of the crop, it is said, has fallen 
into the hands of speculators, and as there 
is no way of obtaining more of the broom-. 
corn they will no doubt be able to name their 
own prices. Chicago firms have experi. 
enced little difficulty in filling their orders, 
as all of them have a supply laid by from 
the first of the season. 

A comparison of the visible supply shows 
this year 8,000 tons, against 40,000 tons, the 
normal figures.

Clearances were liberal at the 
equivalent of 781,000 bu. The speculative 
market was not broad or particularly 
active at any time, and proved to be a hard 
one for local scalpers to follow. The Mod- 
ern Miller statements regarding the flour. 
Situation were bearish and most of the re- 
cent flour news has been against prices. 
Comstock and Champlin were among the 
porminent local buyers. The Argentine 
shipments at 1,296,000 bu were about the 
same as for the previous week, but less than 
for the corresponding week last year. So far 
this year they have beena little over 1,000,000 
bu behind the contributions for the same 
period last year. Northwestern receipts 
were 402 cars, against 394 cars a week ago 
and 267 a year ago. Local receipts were 95 
cars, against 69 a week ago and 76 a year 
ago. Ina general way the primary receipts 
are liberal.

Corn Market Rallies Sharply. 


During the early part of the day the corn 
market was narrow and dominated by local 
pit conditions. The volume of trade was 
apparently lighter than at any time be- 
fore in weeks and fluctuations were within 
a range of %c. Tho buyers of the previous 
day were the conspicuous sellers, while the 
best buying was covering of lines put out 
on Thursday. Towards the close, however, 
the market developed independent strength 
with good buying by Baldwin-Gurney and 
Hulburd-Warren. May corn sold up to 36%c, 
as against 36c at the close Thursday. A 
little better demand for export corn was one 
of the features.

THE NEED OF A NEW SPEAKER. 
Tus TRIBUNE cordially subscribes to all 
the Inter Ocean has to say in regard to 
the need of a change in the Speakership 
of the House. Mr. Reed has arrogated to 
himself powers that cannot safely be in- 
trusted to any man under a free govern- 
ment. He 5 established an intolerable 
despotism over the House and has under- 
taken to control or thwart its will in many 
instances. No popular representative body 
has ever permitted its presiding officer to 
exercise for long such powers as Mr. Reed 
has usurped. He claims to be a victim of the 
rules, but they are the weapons he forged 
to make himself more powerful. He snapped 
the handcuffs on his own wrists and can 
rid himself of the manacles whenever he 
chooses. The phraseology of his friends 
shows how indefensible his position is. 
They constantly say that Mr. Reed “ con- 
trols” the House admirably and ‘“ domi- 
nates ”’ it. | 

Now, it is not the duty of a presiding 
officer to control-or dominate a majority 
of the body over which he presides. - His 
duty is to give expression to thé will of 
the majority, not to obstruct it. The as- 
sumption that the Speaker knows what 
is best to be done and that a majority 
of the House does not know as much may 
be gratifying to Mr. Reed’s vanity, but 
it is wholly fallacious. In no other par- 
liamentary body in the world is such an 
hypothesis entertained, and it will surely 
break down of its own weight in our own 
House. 

The people of the West are growing 
exceedingly tired of Mr. Reed’s tyranny. 
They wish to know why he should have 
power equal to that of one hundred repre- 
sentatives elected by the people. On what 
principle of representative government is 
it just that the State of Maine should 
hold the nation up by the tail? Until the 
deaths of Messrs. Milliken and Dingley, 
Maine not only had the Speakership but 
the chairmanships: of Ways and Means, 
Naval Affairs, and Public Buildings and 
Grounds, and Maine counted for more in 
the House than the entire Illinois dele- 
gation, although it had but one-fifth as 
many members. Even now Mr. Reed counts 
for more in shaping legislation than the 
Congressmen from half a dozen big States. 
He has nullified the provision of the con- 
stitution for the equal representation of the 
people in Congress and has repealed the 
fourteenth amendment. How long does the 
West propose to submit to such misrepre- 
sentation ? 


The advocates of the dis- 
DISPENSARY pensary system in South 
System IN Dakota are in a quandary. 
SouTtTH DaxkoTa. It became a law by amend- 
ment to the constitution at 
the last election, but the Legislature is over- 
whelmingly opposed to it and refuses to 
enact the necessary legislation to make it 
effective. The constitutional amendment 
prescribes no penalty for violation of the 
law, and liquor continues to be sold in the 
oid way throughout the State. Itisasserted 
that public sentiment is with the Legislature 
in its attitude, and that the amendment be 
came law because the voters overlooked it 
in the excitement of other issues. As long 
as the»Legislature is hostile to dispensaries 
the onfy possible remedy wouki be manda- 
mus proceedings before the State Supreme 
Court against the Legislature, and this 
course is beset with difficulties. 


PLAN OF PHILIPPINE CAMPAIGN, 
General Otis and Admiral Dewey have 
evidently come to the wise conclusion that 
it will be best to limit the number of 
Philippine cities under American occupa- 
tion to less than half a dozen at present. 
In fact, the plan of campaign now con- 
templates the garrisoning of only three 
cities—Manila, Lloilo, and Cebu, the three 
largest ports in the archipelago. Of these 
three, Cebu alone remains to be captured, 
and news from General Miller is daily 
_expected announcing that this is an ac- 
complished fact. The occupation of Cebu 
and the opening of the railroad from Manila 
to Lingayen are the two chief projects 
ahead of the American forces. When these 
two things are accomplished the archi- 
pelago will be practically under American 
control. 

The determination to limit American oc- 
cupancy to a few places is a good strategic 
policy. It is not well to scatter the Ameri- 
can land forces too much in dealing with 
Aguinaldo’s rebels. With*a few strong 
bases of operation the work of subduing 
the insurrection can be extended to ex- 
cellent advantage by Admiral Dewey and 
his warships without weakening the gar- 
risons at the points already held. Whe 
fleet can sail around to the other islands 
and coerce them each in succession, if 
necessary, and thus bring the whole archi- 
pelago under American rule. In_ the 
meantime the government can be carried 
on from the main ports and the peaceable 
natives can speedily be convinced of the 
kindliness and justice of American rule. 

Aguinaldo and his faction are making a 
stubborn resistance at present, but the 
Malay rebels are rapidly finding out that 
even with modern rifles and smokeless pow- 
der they can do nothing against Amerj- 
can skill. They will soon tire and wear out. 
As soon as the American rule becomes 
fairly established over a part of the archi- 
pelago the good treatment and good mar- 
kets enjoyed by the peaceable Filipinos 
will be quite as powerful a blow to Aguinal!- 
do as that administered by the American 
guns. The Filipinos will rapidly become 
reconciled to the American régime and the 
adventurer’s followers will desert him. 
When once the Manila and Lingayen rai)l- 
way is opened up the revolt will probably 
die out without much more fighting. 

The importance of Cebu lies in the fact 
that it is the center of the hemp and sugar 
trade, being the commercial center and 
former capital of the Visayan group, which 
ineludes the Islands of Panay, Negros, 
Cebu, Bohol, and Leyte. There are some 
valuable and extensive coal deposits not 
far from the city, and these will be of the 
first importance to the navy. Across a 
narrow channel from Cebu is the little 
Island of Kakten, on which Magellan was 
killed in 1521 after making the first passage 
of the Pacific, discovering the archipelago 
and naming it in honor of his cruel Spanish 
sovereign, Philip II. of Spain. 

After raising the Stars and Stripes over 
these more important commercial ports and 
islands it will be in order for Admiral

It proposed to give to the 
colored schools only the taxes paid by col- 
ored citizens | 


NO MORE CLEVELAND. 

The statement is made on “ excellent au- 
thority ” that Grover Cleveland is to be a 
candidate in 1900 for a third Presidential 
term. It is asserted that at the banquet of 
the New York Democratic club next week 
he will outline a new national policy for the 
Democratic party, and “ inferentially offer 
himself as the standard-bearer.” ‘That new 
policy is to be one of opposition to expan- 
sion, a policy of which Mr. Cleveland long 
has been an advocate. He delayed for six 
years the acquisition of the Hawaiian 
Isiands. 

Mr. Cleveland no doubt will give utter- 
ance to many ponderous platitudes about 
the immorality of goyernment without the 
consent of the governed and will lament with 
Senator Hoar over the alleged repeal of the 
Declaration of Independence by the acquisi- 
tion of the Philippines in defiance of the pro- 
tests and incendiary torches of Aguinaldo 
and the “high souled patriots ” who light 
fires at his order. But Mr. Cleveland is not 
so unutterably dense as not to know how 
any direct or indirect suggestion that he was 
ready to leave the peaceful seclusion of 
Princeton and become the Democratic lead- 
er once more would be received by the ma- 
jority of the ruling members of that organ- 
ization. They hate him far more than they 
do any Republican. They. hate him for the 
good he did—for his adherence to the gold 
standard. They charge to him the defeat of 
the party in 1806. They allege that if he 
had “ fallen into line’ for Bryan the result 
of the election would have been different. 

As for those Eastern Democrats who 
sympathized with Mr. Cleveland in his op- 
position to the silver-plating of their party, 
and who are exceedingly anxious that it 
should discard its “16 to 1” doctrine, they 
will not have Mr. Cleveland as a candidate. 
They know his election would be impossible 
under any circumstances. He has been 
President twice. That is the limit. No 
man can have more terms than Washington. 
Bryan is a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, and is running his legs off to 
get it. Other self-sacrificing individuals will 
appear as aspirants later on, and unite to 
pull down Bryan. Cleveland will not be 
among them.

NO EXTRA SESSION. 
Yesterday the army. reorganization bill 
was recommitted to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, and the announcement was 
made in the Senate that a compromise 
measure had been practically agreed upon 
between the Republican leaders in that 
body and the Democratic Senators who 
have been swearing that the regular army 
should not be increased at all and that 
“ anti-militarism ” should be made one of 
the great issues of next year’s campaign. 
The Hull bill, which has been sheived, 
provides for a minimum force of 60,000 men 
and a waximum force of 100,000 men. ‘The 
so-called compromise will continue the pres- 
ent regular force of 62,000 men to July 1, 
1901, the President to be empowered to 
use the services of 35,000 more if he thinks 
necessary. This supplemental force may 
be made up of Americans, Cubans, or Filipi- 
nos as the President sees fit. So he is 
given 97,000 men if he needs them, or only 
3,000 less than under the Hull bill. 
Therefore the question of permanent army 
reorganization goes over to the next Con- 
gress. That is just as well, for the House 
bill was in some respects quite imperfect, es- 
pecially as regards the staff. The next 
Congress—a Republican Congress—can 
take its time and elaborate a thorough re- 
organization measure, utilizing the best 
features of the military systems of other 
countries. In the meantime the President, 
being given the number of men he needs, 
but which the Democrats were vowing he 
should not have, can go ahead and pacify the 
Philippines. 
Thus the so-called “ compromise” is a 
back-down on the part of the Democrats. 
They threatened to filibuster and throw 
on the President the responsibility of call- 
ing an extra session, a course they did not 
believe he would like to adopt. When they 
discovered that he was ready to call an 
extra session they changed their tune, for 
they do not want one. An extra session 
would mean an immediate reorganization 
of the Senate by the Republicans. Many 
Democratic employés would lose their 
places. Sooner than see their protégés 
turned out in March instead of December 
Senators Jones, Vest, etc., were glad to 
compromise. Anything to keep the offices. 


The Senate has taken the 
House Nicaragua Canal 
bill, modified {t slightly, and 
tacked it on to the riverand 
. harbor bill as an amend- 
ment. The bill as amended was passed 
and has gone back to the House. The sen- 
timent in that body in favor of some canal 
legislation is so strong that it is not impos- 
sible that the amendment will be concurred 
in. Spea@er Reed is much opposed to it, but 
there are limits to his powers of obstruction. 
It would be better im this case if he could 
have his own way, for the canal measure 
which will be concocted by a conference 
committee during the last days of the ses- 
sion probably will be a crude, imperfect af- 
fair, full of serious defects, which will have 
to be remedied hereafter with more or less 
difficulty. It will be cheaper to hold an ex- 
tra session, expensive as it will be, and per- 
fect a canal bill which pill stand the test 
rather than legislate recklessly now. Should 
the river and harbor bill fail on account of 
the Nicaragua Canal amendment, and the 
President does not see fit to call an extra 
session, the country will not suffer, and the 
excess of expenditures over receipts for 
the next fiscal year will be decreased ma- 


terially. 


THE RACETRACK GAMBLING BILL. 

The long-expecited race track gambling 
bill has mave its appearance at last. It is 
in the form o endment to the revenue 
iaw. The excuse for this is that it is pro- 
posed to levy a tax on the gross gate re- 
ceipts of tracks. That tax is to be 5 per 
cent in this eounty and 3 or 2 per cent in 
smaller counties. Sixty days’ racing on each 
track is to be permitted and pool selling is to 
be lawful within the track inclosure on the 
result of races run there. 

There is a section of the criminal code 
which makes pool selling unlawful every- 
where in this State. It is proposed that that 
law shall be suspended as regards gamblers 
who will agree to restrict their operations to 
a race track inclosure and to specified races 
if they will pay some money into the State 
Treasury. They are to be allowed to buy 
immunity and to become licensed gamblers. 
That is a disgraceful proposition. It is 
strange that a Chicago Representative could 
have been induced to present such a meas- 
ure. 

If this bil] were to pass the Supreme Court 
would declare it null and void, because there 
must be uniformity in criminal laws. The 
Legislature cannot create little reserva- 
tions and declare that within their bounde- 
ries one or more criminal statutes shall not 
be operative. There must be “ equality be- 
fore the laws ” for pool sellers as well as all 
other men. But while the Supreme Court 
would set this law aside when it was given 
an opportunity to do so, a whole summer 
might elapse before the court could act, and 
in the meantime the race-track gamblers 
would be demoralizing the public and coin- 
ing money for themselves. | 

Fortunately, the probabilities are that the 
bill will not pass. It is introduced rather 
late in the session, which is an indication 
that its friends are not confident of success. 
In the next place, the Republican party, 
which will be held responsible for whatever 
the General Assembly does, cannot afford to 
allow this race track bill to become a law. 
It cannot sanction this contemplated mer- 
cenary alliance between the State of Illinois 
and various gangs of blacklegs to enable the 
latter to fleece the public, the State to get 
a rake-off. The mere thought of such an 
unheallowed union is disgusting.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Testimony of Officers of Cervera’s 
Squadron Which Shows That the 
Credit for Their Defeat at Santiago 
Belongs to Admiral Schley. 


The newspapers inspired by the Crown- 


inshields, Mahans, and Sampsons, who have 


undertaken to destroy the reputation of the 
victor of Santiago, are making elaborate 
arguments to show that Admiral Schiey’s 
flagship, the Brooklyn, played a coward's 
part in the battle that ended in the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet, and that the rest of 
our ships would really have done better 
without it. 

On this point the testimony of the Span- 
iards, who are not interested in the intrigues 
of American Navy department cliques, may 
be of some value. 

The Spanish pilot who took Cervera’s flag- 
ship to.,sea, and who swam ashore as soon 
as it got clear of the harbor, said, after his 
return to Santiago: 

‘““"Bhe Commodore said to the Captains 
who were aboard that morning: ‘ Sink the 
Brooklyn and we can get away,’ and they 
decided to do all their firing in that direc- 
tion. All the big guns were trained forward 
of the beam, so that when we turned to the 
west they would be aimed at the Brook- 
lyn.”’ 

That the Spaniards regarded Schley’s flag- 
ship as their most formidable enemy, and 
concentrated all their efforts on its ¢e- 
struction, is confirmed by others. Lieuten- 
ant Antenio Lopez Ceron, of the Maria 
Teresa, who was standing near Cervera dur- 
ing the entire battle, said: 

‘The Admiral ordered all our guns con- 
centrated onthe Brooklyn. Our sole thought 
was if we could cripple it we could escape 
from the big battleships.” - 

How the Brooklyn met this combined at- 
tack of the whole Spanish fleet is thus de- 
scribed by Lieutenant Ceron: 


“Being at the head of the line, we ex-. 


pected that the American fire would be con- 
centrated on us, and the Admiral tried to 
maneuver se that we could ram the Brook- 
lyn. I really believe that our noble Cervera 
would himself have gone down with sublime 
happiness if he could have destroyed Com- 
modore Schley’s flagship. But whenever we 
headed up toward it it swung around and 
threatened to cross our path. We never 
got nearer than 1,500 yards. Once, when 
we turned toward it, a shell from its forward 
turret struck us in the bow, plowing down 
amidships, just escaping the forward tur- 
ret, and striking amidships, where it ex- 
ploded. It tore down the bulkheads, de- 
stroyed stanchions, penetrated the deck, 
crippled two rapid fire guns, killed fifteen 
or twenty men, and carried panic every- 
where. We fired a few shots at the Iowa, 
but three-fourths of all our guns were aimed 
at the Brooklyn, which, I am told, we struck 
over forty times. I cannot understand how 
it kept afloat. At one time I Know the 
Oquendo and Vizcaya both worked all their 
guns on the Brooklyn. Cervera ordered one 
of our gun crews to concentrate on its steer- 
ing gear, trying to make it unmanageable, 
if we could not sink it. In vain!” 

At this time Admiral Sampson, the Navy 
department's pet, was seven miles away. 

Dr. Adolpho Niemere-Suasere, one of the 
surgeons of the Cristobal Colon, had this 
to say of the loss of that ship: 

‘‘The Colon came out next to the last. It 
was the plan of the battle that it should 
keep behind the heavier armored ships. It 
was hit only six times by big shells, and 
would have got away if the conformation 
of the shore line had been different. The 
fine tactics of Commecdore Schley in making 
for the great headland instead of following 
the Colon into the bay is what caught it. 
When the two ships came to close range 
at the point of the triangle, so to speak, 
the Brooklyn was more than a match for 
the poor Colon. The Oregon and Brooklyn 
got the range for each other and signaled 
it to and fro.’’ 

Captain Eulate of the Vizcaya added his 
tribute of admiration to the Brooklyn’s 
work. Said he: 

“The entire squadron was ordered to de- 
vote the fire of their guns to the cruisér 
Brooklyn, because it was believed that it 
was the only ship in the American squadron 
that could overtake us. When we got out 
of the harbor my ship was second in line, 
and I saw immediately that the flagship 
Maria Teresa was getting a terrible baptism 
of fire. It was frightful. The Texas and 
Brooklyn were just riddling it, and in fifteen 
minutes I saw it was on fire. The Brooklyn 
was a half mile closer to me than any other 
ship, and I determined to try to ram it, so 
that the Colon and Oquendo could get away, 
and I started for it. It made a good mark, 
with its big broadside, and as I started I 
thought surely I would get it. But it had 
evidently seen us, and quickly it turned 
about, and, making a short circle, came at 
our port side, so that I thought it would 
ram us. I moved in toward the shore so 
that I could avoid it, and then I saw the 
Oquendo had gone ashore also, its steam 
pipes evidently having been severed by a 
shell: The maneuver of the Brooklyn was 
beautiful. We opened a rapid fire at it with 
all our big guns, but it returned it with ter- 
rible effect. The Oregon also hit us several 
times, but the Brooklyn’s broadside crash- 
ing into our superstructure simply terrorized 
the men. We worked all our guns at it at 
one time, and I don’t see how it escaped us. 
It simply drove us in to shore, at one time 
fighting us at 1,100 yards. The Brooklyn 
had prevented me from getting away, for 
I could have beaten the Oregon out, as I 
had a two-mile lead of it. My orders were 
to try to sink the Brooklyn, and I tried to 
carry them out. I did not think that its 
battery could be so terrible as it was.”’ 

Lieutenant Carlos Ecado Suances of the 
Pluton, describing the fate of the two Span- 
ish torpedo boat destroyers, declared: 

“That young commander of the Glouces- 
ter is as brave as any man alive, but he did 
not destroy us. It was the shells of the 
Brooklyn and Texas that blew us up.” 

Here, then, we have the entire Spanish 
fleet accounted for. The Maria Teresa, the 
Oquendo, the Vizcaya, the Cristobal Colon, 
and the two torpedo boat destroyers, ac- 
cording to the testimony of their own offi- 
cers, were destroyed wholly or partly by 
the fire of Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, 
which bore the brunt of all the Spanish 
batteries. They agree that Schley’s maneu- 
vers were “ beautiful,” and played a prin- 
cipal part in deciding the battle. These are 
the maneuvers which are held up by the 
desk warriors of the Navy department as 
proofs of Schley’s cowardice or incapacit 
and as sufficient 

justification for the pro- 

motion over his head of a commander who 

was never under fire during the battle and 

whose ship was seven miles away when it 
began.—New York Journal.

10 STUDY SCHOOL PUPILS. 


NEW BOARD OF EDUCATION BURRAU 
READY FOR WORK. 


I’. W. Smedicy and V. C. Campbell Made. 
“Child Specialists” Under Trustee 
Christopher — Researches May Af- 
feet Grade System—Will Ascertain 

ee Comparative Ability for 

Work at Various Ages—Light on 

Most Fatiguing Work. 


Within a week the public school system 
vf Chicago -will include a bureau in full 
operation established to investigate the phy- 
sical and mental needs of school children 
and to learn their comparative ability at 
different ages and at different hours of the 
day to withstand the fatigue of study. By 
the selection this week of F. W. Smedley 
and Victor C, Campbell to fill the posts of 
@iild specialists at the head of the bu- 
reau, the plan which originated with Dr. 
W. S. Christopher, trustee of the Board of 
Education, has assumed definite form. The 
appointment of the two students of child 
life was sanctioned a week ago by the School 
board. but the announcement that they were 
in office was not made by Dr. Christopher 
until yesterday. They will act, practically, 
as the assistants of Trustee Christopher, 
who will conduct the first tests under the 
system at the Alcott School on the 
North Side on Monday, though a delay of 
a week is more probable. ¢ 

F. W. Smedley is a member of the faculty 
of the University of Chicago and also an 
instructor in the school conducted by Pro- 
fessor Dewey, head of the department of 
Philosophy. Victor C. Campbell for a num- 
ber of years has been a teacher in the city 
schools and at present is a night school 
superintendent. 


May End Grade System. 

If the experiment succeeds it may revo- 
lutionize the methodsof teaching in the pub- 
lic schools, not only of Chicago, but of the 
country. It aims at nothing less than the 
discovery of the exact amount of study a 
child can stand and of the times it can stand 
most aud least. Once science has demon- 
strated the variable scale of physical endur- 
ance and mental ability of children a modifi- 
cation, perhaps retirement, of the present 
grade system is predicted. In the place of 
one rule of study for a class an individual 
curriculum, based on the individual abilities 
of body and brain, may be substituted. 


—~ While Dr. Christopher does not deny the 


direction the development of study courses 
must take if the experiment succeeds, he 
takes the position that nothing is yet proved 
and that science must work out facts. For 
the present he says he is willing to content 
himself with the knowledge that the bureau 
cannot fail to accomplish a vast amount of 
good. For years as a physician he says he 
has observed how often the child which en- 
tered the schoolroom active and healthy at 
the age of 6 has come in two years to be 
puny and sallow. In common with many 
other doctors he has regarded the practice 
of cramming childish brains with book lore 
at the expense of growing bodies as a menace 
to future generations. 

His chance. as he believed, to come to the 
defense of the child was afforded by his ap- 
pointment last summer to the Board of 
Education. He began to work at once for 
the end he had in mindi—the bureau now or- 
ganized. 


Explains Scope of Project. 

“* Never before has such a movement been 
attempted by a Board of Education,’ ex- 
plained Dr. Christopher. ‘‘ Though we are 
beginning on a small scale, we‘ hope the ex- 
periment will demonstrate the pressing need 
of a universal application of close and sys- 
tematic study of the conditions of the life 
of a school child. The idea itself is not new 
in so far-as it pertains to the measurements 
of a child’s height and the taking of its 
weight, two means employed to ascertain 
whether the child is normal. Sst. Louis, 
Montreal, Toronto, and Bostén have done 
that for their school children, but in none of 
those cities has the effort been made to 
ascertain, a child’s fatigue. Yet fatigue 
can be measured by means of the ergo- 
graph, a machine invented for the use to 
which it will be put.’’ 

The ergograph, heard of now for the first 
time in its improved form, is a simple con- 
trivance, measuring the lifting power of the 
muscles of the middle finger by means of a 
ring and cord attached to a weight and pul- 
ley. The shifting of the weights moves a 
pointer which traces a vertical line on a 
strip of paper. The length of the line shows 
the relative strength of the set of muscles 


sat different times. 


To Account for Dullness. 
The dull pupil has been thé bane of teach- 
ers, who are usually blamed if the child does 
not learn. If chance sends to a teacher an 


undue number of such children, she is liable : 


to the charge of incompetency. Perhaps in- 
sufficient nourishment or improper food is at 
the bottom of the trouble. The ergograph 
will be a means, it is hoped, of discovering 
the truth. Measurements of height and the 
use of the weighing scales will help reach 
the correct conclusion. If a child of 14 
weighs less than itS’ age warrants and is 
unable to keep up with its classes, the infer- 
ence will be one of physical weakness. Some 
children grow so rapidly that they have not 
sufficient strength left to allow them to com- 
pete on terms of mental equality with nor- 
mal children. 

The average teacher has neither the time 
nor the special training carefully to examine 
the pupils in hercharge. Hence, according 
to Dr. Christopher, comes the need for the 
specialist, who shall study the pupils as in- 
dividuals, not as a class. 


Explains Work of Ergograph. 

Explaining in detail the uses and the con- 
Struction of the ergograph, as well as the 
general scope of the Bureau of Investigation, 
Superintendent Campbell said yesterday: 

The most important feature will be tests 
of fatigue by the ergograph. The weakening 
or fatigue of a set of muscles, if accurately 
measured, will show the extent of the gen- 
eral fatigue. 

“This ergograph which we shall use in 
determining the fatigue produced by the 
prescribed school work has recently been 
much improved. The hand and arm are 
firmly bound to a comfortable rest so as to 
give free movement to but one finger—the 
middie one. A ring is placed on the first 
joint of the free finger. A cord that passes 
over a pulley is tied to the ring, while on 
the, other end of the cord is a weight. To 
the weight is attached a pointer, which : 
marks on a strip of paper on a revolvin 
drum. The free middle finger is bent toward. 
the palm. This raises the weight, while 
the pointer traces on the paper an almost 
vertical line. The length of the line shows 
how high the weight is raised. As the finger 
tires, for it is wearisome work after the 
first few times, the decreasing distances to 
which the weight is raised are shown in 
proper proportion by the tracings on the 
paper. 

“The record of the ergograph will show 
whether a child Is unduly fatigued by the 
regulation sehool work. By striking aver- 
‘ages we can discover what the normal 
amount of fatigue from specified work is 
in children of any given age. Suppose a 
child is discovereg to be completely tired 
out after being in the schoolroom one hour. 
Something must be done for such a child. 
If the work is too hard give him fewer 
studies. It may be malnutrition, or some 
disease, some nervous trouble, but what- 
éver causes the excessive fatigue, the child 
should receive special attention. Although |

_“ Nervous derangements are indicated by 
the instrument, as well as the fatigue periods 
of the day and: the extent of the fatigue 
from the regulation school Work.

It must be held in 
mind that one set of muscles, as in the 
finger, is a criterion for the whole body and 
muscular fatigue is an index of mental 
fatigue. 

“ Suppose a child of 10 has grown rapidly, 
has the height of a normal child of 14, but 
If it shows unusual in- 
clination to fatigue it may be relieved of 
some school work or taken from school for 
atime. But if it does not tire too easily 
and there is no séfious nervous affection 
as too often goes with such a developmen 


it may safely go on with the regular 
work. 


“We will find some children utterly unfit 
their work in the grades. Certain phys- 
feal exercises may be highly beneficial to 


j 

The teacher will gain a more exact know!- 
edge of her pupils from our work and teach 
more intelligently if familiar with indi- 
vidual weaknesses and idiosyncrasies.”’ 


Points to Be Determined. 


Three questions yet to be determined by 
experiment are considered by Dr. Christo- 
pher and his assistants as most essential. 
They are: 

“At what hour of the school day does 
fatigue come on with the greatest rapidity? 

“At what ages does the pupil fatigue most 
readily? 

“Which of the school exercises produces 
greatest exhaustion at the different ages of 
the school child?” 

The results of the above experiments, ac- 
cording to the supporters of Dr. Christo- 
pher’s plan, should determine the program 
of study. The most exhausting exercises 
should be given during the hours when the 
pupil can best resist fatigue. There is rea- 
son to believe that the child of 6 does not 
tire as quickly as the child of 8, and thata 
corresponding difference should be made in 
the amount of prescribed work. 

Examination of school children for physi- 
cal weakness has been held in Chicago 
schools from time to time, but without defi- 
nite results. Specialists in child study say 
that the ‘* dull child” is too often hampered 
by some such weakness as defective sight or 
hearing. Such pupils will be affected by the 
new departure. 

If the hopes of Dr. Christopher could be 
realized, written examinations would not be 
the chief requisite for passing into higher 
classes. If the child’s development reydered 
the prescribed schoo! work @angerous or of 
doubtful value, less work would be given. 
Instead of cut and dried programs of study, 
as are now used, an effort would be made to 
attain the most scientific arrangement of 
class work. 

The future of the movement depends nat- 
urally on the results of the next few months. 
If the value of fatigue tests and a more 
scientific handling of schoo! children be- 
comes assured, then may come a gradual! in- 
troduction of the plan into the schools. The 
whole plan consists of the application of ex- 
perimental psychology to the handling of 
children in the Chicago schools. 


_ Teachers Said to Approve. 

The teachers seem to greet the innovation 
with enthusiasm when they realize its scope 
and purposes. ‘I believe all teachers will 
welcome any system that promises to touch 
the ‘dull child’ question,” said one. “I 
know, personally, of a child that became 
a fixture of one class more than three years. 
His teacher believed he was ‘lacking.’ 
Finally it was discovered, quite by acci- 
dent, that his eyes were weak and that 
he was deaf. The child had not realized his 
defects, but when properly handled was as 
bright as the average: Such things are 
constantly happening.”’ 


PREFERS DEATH TO DEAFNESS. 


Gradual Loss of Hearing Causes Miss 
Viola Bliss of Ann Arbor to 
End Her Life. 


Miss Viola Bliss of Ann Arbor, Mich., died 
yesterday at the home of her cousin, Mrs. 
Garrett M. Vanzwoll, 43 Seeley avenue, 
from the effects of morphine taken on 
Wednesday afternoon. She left notes ex- 
plaining that the dread of deafness caused 
her to end her life. The fact that she had 
contemplated suicide several weeks ago is 
indicated by the date on one of the notes 
she left, of which the following is a part: 

Chicago, Jan. 56, 1899.—Dear Bessie: No one 
knows what I have suffered in my mind since my 
ears have given out this last time. It seems as 
though I could see them closing every day and I 
feel I can’t stand it any longer. My ears are my 
first thought’ in the morning and my last thought 
at night. I have tried ever since I ve been 
here to cast that dreadful feeling off, but cannot. 
When I go out, as I did last evening, and see them 
all iaughing and talking and having a good time 
and I can’t hear anything, even after I have asked 
them over two or three times, my gloom seenis 
greater than ever. So I hope you and all will 
forgive me for the course I have decided to take. 

In the note she inclosed $60 to pay the 
expenses of burial and asked her cousin 
to have no crape put on the door, as she 
considered it ‘‘ dreadful form.’’ She had 
dressed herself for burial and said in the 
note: 

‘‘Please don’t let them cut me upin any 
way. I have a perfect horror of that.”’ 

A second note explained that she had 
postponed her suicide because she learned 
Mr. Vangwoll would not be there on Jan. 5 
to find her dead, and she wished to spare her 
cousin the shock. 

Miss Bliss was 42 years old. She was visit- 
ing in Chicago. Her parents are dead, but 
her other relatives at Anm Arbor have been 
notified of her suicide. She expressed a 
wish to be buried in Chicago. 


WOMAN OF MYSTERY IS DEAD. 


Harriet Alley, Convicted of Drunken- 
ness in Cincinnati, Commits 
‘Suicide. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Har- 
riet Allen, known to the police court as 
Woman of Mystery,” committed sui- 
cide in Central Police Station this morning. 
She had been arrested many times, and 
though various stories have been told of her 
little is actually known of her history. She 
had never been arrested on any other charge 
than that of drunkenness and was an un- 
doubted dipsomaniac.

H. A. Parker has been in the service of the 
Ruck Island almost continuously since 1566, 
working his way up to his present position 
from chainman, transitman, and division en- 
gincer. In the summer of 1869 he became 
resident engineer of the southwestern exten- 
sion of the Rock Island and a year later 
chief engineer of the Sigourney extension.

Statement by T. B. Blackstone.

Blackstone of the Chicago and Alton toward 
the proposition of the syndicate to purchase 
the stock of that company, a reporter called 
on him yesterday to obtain an authoritative 
statement of his views.

As to whether the syndicate had obtained 
a majority of the Alton stock, Mr. Black- 
stone said it had not, and he did not believe 
it would, and when it did, if ever, he would 
advise the stockholders of the fact. 

Concerning the statement, also published 
in New York, that his views touching the 
proposed sale to the syndicate had not been 
uniform of late, he said: 

*“*I have never been uncertain as to what 
I shall do. I have not favored the accept- 
ance of the syndicate’s offer and have never 
advised any one to accept it, and shall not 
accept it myself. The present condition and 
earning power of the Alton road, with the 
future prospects of better crop and mining 
conditions, make it morally certain stock- 
holders will continue to receive dividends on 
its present capitalization equal to those of 
the past.’ 


Announcement to Stockholders. 


Mr. Blackstone said he had prepared the 
following announcement, which will shortly 
appear: 

To Chicago and Altcn Stockholders: In my com- 
munication addressed to you under date of Jan. 
831i I made certain statements with reference to 
an ofter made by Mr. J. J. Mitchell to purchase 
your shares. I now wish tosupplement that state- 
ment by advising you that in case a majority of 
the sheres of the company are not sold to the 
syndicate represented by Mr. Mitchell I shall 
advise that you authorize the refunding of the 
outstanding bonds of the company and the issue 
of a stock dividend to represent earnings hereto- 
fore invested in permanent improvements. 

As to the amount of stock which had been 


said: 

**I do not know to a certainty the number 
of shares that have been deposited at the 
present time, but at my last advices there 
had been less than one-fourth of the stock 
forwarded. It is remarkable that persons 
least interested in the prosperity of the Chi- 
cago and Alton railroad appear to be most 
anxious it should change hands, but what 
outside considerations prompt these con- 
ditions I do not know. This is all I care to 
Say at present.’’ 

New Electric Lines. 


Articles of incorporation were filed with 
the Secretary of State at Springfield yes- 
terday by the Elgin and Chicago railway 
company, the capital stock of which will 
be ,000. The incorporators and first 
Board of Directors are: Henry A. Everett, 
E. W. Moore, and B. Mahler of Cleveland, 
and Edward Dickinson and Elmer E. Bar- 
rett of Chicago. 

Articles! of incorporation were also filed 
by the Aurora and Chicago railway com- 
pany, with a capital stock of $300,000. The 
incorporators and first Board of Directors 
of this road are the same as for the Elgin 
and Chicago railroad. 

It is the purpose of the incorporators to 
build electric railroad lines, radiating from 
Chicago and terminating at Elgin and 
Aurora. The Elgin and Chicago line is to be 
operated with the rights already obtained 
and those pending, but an entirely new right 
of way has to be secured’ for the Aurora and 
Chicago road.

Cleveland, O., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—New 
freight rates from the Ohio and Pennsyl- 
Vania and West Virginia coal districts were 
adopted this afternoon at a joint meeting 
of the Eastern Ohio and Western Pennsy!- 
vania Traffic association and the Ohio Coal 
association.

PLAN BEET SUGAR CAMPAIGN. 


Growers Adjourn at Princeton After 
Arranging for Work Along Ed- 
ucational Lines. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Princeton, Ill., Feb. 24.—[Special. ]—The an- 
nual meeting of the Illinois Sugar Beet 
Growers’ association succeeded the Farm- 
ers’ Institute this morning, and upon ad- 
journment at noen the visiting delegates 
started for home. Yesterday's victory in the 
institute, when resolutions indorsing the 
bounty bill in the Legislature were passed 
after a spirited fight, had done so much for. 
the cause of the beet growers that they con- 
fined their session to two addresses and the 
annual election of officers. 

The officers for the coming year are: : 

President—G. W. Gale, Galesburg. 

Vice President—Fred H. Rankin, Athens. 

Corresponding and Recording Secretary 
Hay, Kankakee. 

Treasurer—C. E. Fisher, Ottawa. 

Directors—G. A. Wilmarth, Seneca; Phil Zahn, 
Milan; H. G. Bryant, Princeton; W. J. Phelps, 
Elwood; H. J. Huston, Gibson City; B. F. Arnold, 
Galesburg; J. M. Hollingsworth, Edgar County;

Quincy. 

It is intended that the Sugar Beet Growers’ 
association shall take the same position 
with this branch of agriculture that the 
Illinois Horticultural society holds with that 
branch. The directors will travel about the 
State during the year and hold meetings at 
various points to interest the farmers in beet 
culture. Much literature will be prepared 
and circulated. 

The Illinois Sugar Refining company, 
which has established the factory at Pekin, 
has extended an offer to farmers in all parts 
of the State. The company agrees to take 
the crop from any tract over five acres, in 
amy part of the State, upon the same terms 
that it offers to the farmers in the immediate 
vicinity of Pekin. The difference in freight 
rates is the only thing that stands in the 
way, and associations of business-men are 
being formed in various places which offer 
to defray the extra freight charges in order 
to encourage the industry. 

So far these associations have been estab- 
lished in Elmwood, Gibson City, Bloom- 
ington, Springfield, Ottawa, Rockford, Rock 
Island, Galesburg, Decatur, and Quincy. 

Following his lecture of last eventing, Pro- 
fessor P. G. Holden of the University of lH- 
nois addressed the beet men this morning 
on the experiments he had made in the in- 
dustry. He was followed by Theodore 
liapke of the Pekin factory, who answered 
questions for over an hour and explained 
the culture in detail, giving some idea of the 
process of refining the sugar. Implements 
and the sugar in the various stages of man- 
ufacture were shown and many figures pro- 
duced. 

The beet men are exceedingly enthusiastic, 
and claim the crop will rank among the great 
productions of Illinols within a few years. 


DEAD MAN WINS CYCLE RACE. 


Victor in an Australian Contest Goes 
Under the Tape a | 
Corpse. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 24.—Australian ad- 
vices by the steamship Miowera tell of a re- 
markable bicycle race in Sydney, which 
was won by a dead man.

Union Labor Gains a Point. 

Commissioner McGann has given O’Connor 
& Ward, sewer contractors, until Monday to 
show they are able to do about $1,000 worth 
of work on the West Side, and if they fail 
he will relet the contract. So far as it goes 
this is gratifying to the Bricklayers’ union, 
which demanded that none but members of 
the Contractors’ union be given city work. 
The Contractors’ union is a combination of 
city contractors who have agreed to employ 
none but union men, and inreturn the unions 
whose members are employed on the class of 
work done by the city have agreed not to 
work on any city job given to a contractor 
who is not a member of the Contractors’ 
union, no matter whether he employs union 
labor in his other contracts or not. O’Con- 
nor & Ward, who are not members of the 
Contractors’ union, were the lowest bidders 
on some sewer work on the West Side and 
the contract given them. Thereupon their 
bricklayers promptly refused to do the work 
and appealed to Commissioner McGann, pro- 
testing that O’Connor & Ward were not able 
to complete the job as no union men would 
work for them, and the city ordinances pro- 
vided that none but union labor be em- 
ployed on city work. An election is coming 
on, and the union labor vote is being care- 
fully -cultivated by the city administration. 

Contractor O'Connor said the reason he 
had refused to join the Contractors’ union 
was because a fee of $500 was charged and he 
was not willing to pay it.

I may draw attention to an obituary notice 
which appears each year in, the first column 
of the London Times among the death no- 
tices and.which, while for the majority. of 
the readers of that newspaper it has but 
little meaning, must nevertheless cause a 
pang of regret to the venerable sovereign 
of Great Britain whenever it happens to 
catch her eye, as it.serves to recall -to her 
a great wrong which she perpetrated in the 
second year of her reign, and it likewise 
shows her that the now living relatives of 
the victim of that wrong have neither for- 
gotten nor yet forgiven.

The Queen, who was unmarried at the 
time, sided with her ladies against the un-

BEATS DEATH IN A_ RACE. 


Thomas Hall of Arizona Hurries Across 
the Continent to See His Mother 


Before Dying. 


Derby, Conn., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—Death 
lost in a race which began at Tucson, Ariz., 
on last Saturday and ended in this city on 
Wednesday evening.
